Gt. Louis, Mo., July 16.—William J. Bry- 
an arrived here from Salem, Iil., at 8:45 
o'clock this morning. It was a sleepy 
joking crowd that assembled at the Sa- 
Jem station three hours previously to 
await the coming of the westbound train. 
The morning air was chilly and Mr. Bryan 
wore a light overcoat. He bought tickets 
for himself, his wife and his three chil- 
dren and all took seats in one of the day 
coaches. Mr. Bryan's sister and his nieces, 
the Misses Millson, saw the party off. 

Somebody presented Mr. Bryan with a 
basket of peaches and on these and some 
geandwiches he and his family made a 
light breakfast. The train was an ordina- 
ry accommodation and had no parlor cars 
attached. At several stations Mr. Bryan 
stepped from the train and shook hands 
with early risers who had assembled to 
greet him. 

At Carlyle, Ill, where the first stop was 
made, about fifty persons grasped his 
hand. At East St. Louis several hundred 
people were assembled and their cheers 
caused Mr. Bryan to step to the platform 
of the station and make a few remarks: 


— tern “erderstard,” tre said, “your cu- 


riosity to see a presidential candidate. I’ve 
been there myself.” 

This caused a laugh. He wanted to say 
that he and Mr. Sewall believed in the plat- 
form on which they stood and believed 


in carrying out its provisions to the very 


jetter. They believed that the policies out- 
Jined in it were good and should be car- 
ried out. Mr. Bryan quoted a saying of 
Bismarck that the farmers should stand 
together and protect themselves from the 
drones who produce nothing but law. 

Mr. Bryan concluded by remarking that 
if he talked any longer he would be drawn 
into a speech. As the train rolled out of 
the station preparatory to crossing the 
big bridge over the Mississippi, Mr. Bry- 
an was given a parting salute by the doz- 
ens of locomotive whistles. 

The train reached the union station in 
St. Louis at 8:45 o’clock. About 3,000 people 
had assembled and when Mr. Bryan ap- 
peared on the platform leaning on the arm 
of Colonel Nicholas M. Bell, of this city, 
he was given three hearty cheers. 

In, the pushing and the jostling of the 


_trowd Mr. Bryan separated from his wife 


and children. He mounted a chair and the 
crowd bean clamoring for a speech. Mr. 
Bryan smilingly replied: 

“I am looking for that which is dearer 
to me than all else, my wife and children. 
I would be glad to make a Speech, but 
like all people, we must eat. ne 

“Having but a few minutes in which to 
Satisfy our hunger, I hope you will kindly 
extuse me if I do not make a speech at 
this time. I am flattered by this demon- 
Sifation and feel sure that if you keep up 
this enthusiasm until November there will 
bé no doubt of my election.” 

Bland and Bryan Shake Hands. 

He was then joined by his wife, children 
and a few personal friends, and proceeded 
to the depot dining room, where a light 
breakfast was served. 

At 9 o'clock Mr. Bryan and family. 
accompanied by Mr. Bell and several lo, 
cal politicians, boarded the Missouri Pa- 
cific and started on their way to Kansas 
City. Arrangements were made to give Mr. 
Bryan a reception at Jefferson City, where 
the party stopped for dinner, and also at 
Sedalia in the afternoon. 

Hon. Richard P. Bland arrived here this 
Morning from his home in Lebanon. After 
taking breakfast, he joined the Bryan 
Party at the union station. Thg meeting be- 
tween the two distinguished leaders Was 
cordial, and the defeated and the success- 
ful candidate for the nomination fratern- 
ized in the most hearty manner. Mr. 
Bland accompanied the Bryan party to 
Jefferson City. His appearance at the Ssta- 
tion was not noted by the newspaper men, 
and the impression was current that the 
Missouri silver champion had missed the 
train. 

Mr. Bryan arrived at Jefferson City, Mo., 
at 12:40 p. m. Just as the train was draw~ 
Ing out of the station at St. Louis, the 
most interesting incident of the trip oc- 
curred. 

Richard P. Bland had boarded the train 
in the union station. but he kept himself 
in a forward car until the train had 
Started. He entered the parlor car 
Which the Bryan party had seats 
Made his way to where Mr. Bryan 
Standing. 

Mr. Bland wore a long linen duster over 
& Suit of black clothes. He stretched out 
his hand toward the presidential candidate 
as he reached the latter and there was a 
Warm hand grasp between the victor and 
the defeated. 

“How are you, Mr. Bryan? I congratu- 

te you,”’ said Mr. Bland. 

“How are you, Mr. Bland? Thank you.”

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PREACHER’S BLOODY HANDS. 
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Kentucky Has a Minister Who Says 
from the Pulpit He Has Killed 
Ten Men, 

Hindman, Ky., July 16.—(Special.)—Rev. 
Washington Craft is under arrest here for 
the murder of Lindville Hagins, twelve 

years ago. 

Craft, sincsa Hagins was killed, has been 
roaming eastern Kentucky and recently has 
been preaching in Clay county, having 
joired the Baptist church. Craft at the 
time Hagins was murdered lived in Letcher 
county, and with three other men came to 
Hagins’s place of business in Hindman and 
called for Hquor. 

They became boisterous and pulled their 
pistols, and commenced shooting the glasses 
off the counter and making targets of the 
pictures on the wails. Hiagims becainc 
frightened and jumped through a window. 
They followed, firing at him. He fell, 
pierced by eleven bullets. 

Craft was arrested, but the others es- 
caped, and Craft would never tell who they 
were. There was an indictment against 
Craft for the murder of his uncle and one 
for another murder, while he was also 
Charged with breaking into the county 
clerk’s office at Whitesburg and stealing in- 
dictments against his friends.

TWENTY MEN KILLED 


Ferry Boat Capsizes in Cleveland with 
Fearful Results, 


FOURTEEN BODIES RECOVERED 


Passing Tug Caused the Water To 
Splash Into the Boat. 


PANIC §=©ENSUED ALMOST INSTANTLY 


Number of the Men Were Rescued by 
Small Boats—Dead Men Were 
Poles and Germans. 


Cleveland, O., July 16.—The most appalling 
disaster which has occurred in Cleveland, 
except the viaduct horror of last winter, 
when a loaded street car plunged 100 feet 
into the river, occurred tonight at 8 o'clock. 

While a flat-bottomed ferry boat, loaded 
with between forty and fifty laborers, was 
crossing the old river channel, it was cap- 
sized and all the men thrown into the 
channel, and between fifteen and twenty 
were drowned, fourteen bodies having been

taken from the water up to 11 o’clock to- 
night. 

The accident was due to a panic among 
the men on board. The boat was so load- 
ed that the gunwale was only three inches 
and a passing tug made 
waves which came into the boat. At once 
there was a rush to the other side and 
the boat went under and spilled the men. 
They were all members of a gang of ore 
handlers and were coming to their homes. 
The scene in the river as described by the 
on the tug and the steamer was a 
wild struggle for life, 

Lines and life preservers were thrown 
from both vessels and many were pulled 
aboard. Others of the unfortunates were 
rescued by small boats and some swam 
ashore. The life-saving crew was sum- 
moned and the work of searching for bod- 
ies at once began. Within a short time 
seven of the unfortunates were brought to 
shore and taken to the morgue for identi- 
fication. 

Those who escaped scattered in every di- 
rection, and it is uncertain just how many 
lives were lost. The crowding of the boat 
was due to the fact that the ore gang 
pay so much per trip on the ferry and the 
more that get on the less the cost to the 
passengers. The majority of the men 
mostly lived on the Gauge street and Sel- 
den avenue, which led down to the docks 
and shipyards, and the scenes there are in- 
describable. 

Men, women and children are running 
about screaming, and the disorder which 
prevails makes it impossible to get intel- 
ligent stories from even those who were 
rescued an@ have returned home. The 
men were all Germans or Poles and their 
families cannot speak English.

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BRYAN IT IS AND NOT O’BRYAN. 


Records in Culpepper County, Va., 
Show the Name. 

Richmond, Va., July 16.—A Culpepper 
special to The Dispatch says that the 
statement from J. Harvey O'Bryan, of 
Portland, Ore., to the effect that the name 
of the democratic presidential nominee js 
really O'Bryan and was changed by him 
at the time he began to practice law in 
Lincoln, Neb., is wholly without founda- 
tion. 

Williant Bryan, the great-grandTYather of 
the nominee, came to this county in 1752 
from the lower part of the state, acquir- 
ing large tracts of land here and be- 
doming prominently identified with the 
county. His name in the deeds for these 
lands is Bryan and his last will and testa- 
ment, which was admitted to record July 
21, 1806, is signed William Bryan. 

An old church built by him upon his 
land and known as the Bryan meeting 
house, is still standing. 

John T. Bryan, the grandfather of the 
candidate, moved from this gounty to 
Itlinois about 1830 or 1835, when Silas Bryan, 
the candidate’s father, was a boy about 
twelve years old. 

William Jennings Bryan, his father, his 
grandfather and his’ great-grandfather 
spelled their names Bryan. The Bryans 
intermarried with some of the prominent 
families of this county and have a number 
of blood relatives living here. This is au- 
thentic, having been taken from the records 
of the county. 


BOY BETRAYS HIS FATHER. 
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Louisiana Youngster Tells of a Mys- 
terious Murder—Tells Where the 
Shooting Occurred. 


New Orleans, La., July 16.—There is a 
small cluster of houses on the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad a few miles from 
here called Lee station. Early in May a 
white man about sixty years of age came 
there and took up his residence with a ne- 
gro named Taylor. He was well supplied 
with money and frequently ‘“‘treated’’ the 
crowd, invartably displaying a large roll 
of bills. During his stay he remarked 
that he was from the north and was trav- 
eling for pleasure, and wanted to gee the 
country thoroughly. 

He disappeared at the end of May and 
Taylor professed to be ignorant of his late 
boarder’s whereabouts, claiming he had 
left without warning. It began to be talk- 
ed about that Taylor had had a hand in 
the man’s disappearance and the negro left 
home on hearing the rumors. 

Yesterday a search was made and Tay- 
lor’s eight-year-old boy told that his father 
had shot the old man and finally pointed 
Out where the body was hidden in the 
swamp. It had been partially eaten and 
was so decomposed that it could not be 
found where the wounds were. 

Taylor has not been arrested.

MACEO WAS COURT MARTIALED 


Shot by Orders of Calixto Garcia for 
Insubordination—Havana Police 
Make a Raid. 


Havana, July 16.—Major Fondeviela, who 
has become noted for his activity during 
the political campaign. reports from Campo 
Florida that he met a body of rebels led 
by Mirabel and dispersed them after a hot 


fight. 

Ten rebels were killed and many wound- 
ed. The Spaniards sustained no loss. 

The Havana police made a raid last night 
on the house occupied by Armando Rivas, 
and other Cubans. A search of the prem- 
ises resulted in the seizure of a large quan- 
tity of dynamite, rifles, revolvers and oth- 
er munitions of war. Besides Rivas six 
mulattoes, two women and five servants, 
were arrested. A teacher who -ocoupied 
the rooms in the lower part of the house 
where he kept a negro school, was also 
taken into custody and detained on suspit- 
cion of being implicated in the storage of 
the contraband articles. 

The report of the death of Jose Maceo, 
brother of Antonio Maceo, second {tn com- 
mand of the rebels, is semi-officially con- 
firmed. It it stated that he did not die 
from wounds received in battle, as was at 
first stated, but was courtmartialed and 
shot by order of Calixto Garcia for tnsub- 
ordination. This action, it is added, met 
with the approval of Gomez, the rebel 
commander in chief. The body, it is said, 
Was interred on a farm near Songo. 

A train was wrecked by the rebels today 
near Sagua. The engineer died from the 
effects of the injuries he received and the 
firemen is quite badly hurt. None of the 
passengers was. injured. It is reported 
that Periquito Perez is concentrating a 
large rebel force near Guantanamo. 


SPANIARDS’ LIES, SAYS NUNEZ. 
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Alleged Filibuster Says There Are No 
Blockade Vessels Out Now. 


Jacksonville, Fla., July 16.—Colonel Emilio 
Nunez, the Cuban leader, whose name 
has been connected with various filibuster- 
ing expeditioas, arrived here this morning. 

In speaking of the report sent out from 
Philadelphia to the effect that the Laura- 
da had arrived off Jacksonville and would 
take a cargo of arms and ammunitien for 
the Cubans, Colonel Nunez said there was 
nothing whatever in it. 

“If such was the case,”” Said he, “I would 
have known of it. There is no truth in 
the report. Neither the Laurada nor the 
Bermuda are carrying any expedition at 
present.” 

‘ How about a story published this m@gen- 
ing from Madrid of the capture of a Rli- 
bustering expedition by the Spaniards off 
the coast of Cuba?” 

“That is another of the Spamiards’ lies. 
There is no truth in it. It is absurd, for 
there is no filibustering vessel anywhere 
near Cuba. These reports are sent out 
to’ discourage the Cubans in this country 
and their American sympathizers. Such 
stories are constantly being sent out, but 
don’t you belive them,’’ said Colonel Nunez. 

The report of the murder of General Jose 
Maceo by the white Cubans is not believed 
by Colonel Nunez. 
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BATTLE IS GROWING FIERCER.

Populist Factions are Fighting for 


Wolitical Supremacy. 

St. Louis, July 17.—The battle between the 
factions of the populist party is growing 
fiercer, and by next week will be at white 
heat. On one side it is fight for the life of 
the organization. On the other it is a strug- 
gle to secure a compromise in favor of the 
democratic standard bearer. So far no 
state convention has declared in favor of an 
uncompromising stand. 

The best that has been done has been the 
securing of uninstructed delegations. This 
is notably the case at Little Rock, Ark., 
whither Sergeant at Arms McDowell went 
to present the argument approved by Chair- 
man Taubeneck, the text of which was 
given in last night’s dispatches. Mr. Mc- 
Dowell said that he had presented the 
proposition to the Arkansas convention, and 
that, in his opinion, it had struck deep, 

Maxwell, the populist state chairman in 
Illinois, said last night: “‘While it is true 
that a large majority of the populists seem 
in favor of indorsing Bryan, it is with 
the belief that he will accept the populist 
platform and recognize the tmportance of 
the party, both before and after the elec- 
tion.” 

The leaders, he said, are not going to 
indorse Bryan. In spite of the strong show- 
ing made by the anti-Bryan wing, te pre- 
diction is freely made that it will be de- 
feated when the main body of delegates 
reaches St. Louis.

Normandie by the Sea, N. J., July 16.— 
(Special.)—Senator Hill put in a busy time 
here today. All day long he has been fn 
conference with leaders of the democratic 
party. 

Senator Jones, of Arkansas, chairman of 
the national committee, who represents the 
demovracy, is expected here shortly. John 
Stanchfield, the probable democratic candi- 
date for governor of New York, is looked 
for tomorrow, and the assistant secretary 
of treasury, William E Curtis, who rep- 
resents the white house wing of the party, 
reached Normandie this afternoon. 

The general impression here is that Mr, 
Curtis comes to Senator Hill at the instance 
of Mr. Cleveland. Senator Hill refuses to 
divulge what passed between them in thetr 
short interview. Nevertheless, several 
things have leaked out which show pretty 
conclusively that Mr. Hill will not take 
any chestnuts out of the fire for the ad- 
ministration. Indeed, to be accurate, the 
senator gave Mr. Curtis the cold shoulder. 
The assistant secretary sent word just 
after noon to Senator Hill that he would ar- 
rive here this afternoon. Nevertheless, 
immediately after dinner the senator, in 
company with State Chairman Hinckley, or- 
dered a victoria and drove down to Long 
Branch, ostensibly for the purpose of call- 
ing upon his celleague, Senator Murpny, 
who is confined to a sick bed. After a 
two hours’ stay, in which the whole po- 
litical situation was gone over hurriedly, 
particularly the picturesque phases vt the 
Chicago convention, Mr. Hill returned to 
Normandle. 

Meanwhile Assistant Secretary Curtis had 
arrived and learned, to his surprise, that 
Senator Hill had gone away. The only thing 
left for Mr. Curtis to do was to stroli on 
the beach until Mr. Hill returned. Accord- 
ingly, the secretary took refuge on the 
portico of a bath house that commanded 
a view of Senator Hill’s cottage and watch- 
ed the rolling tide come in as he waited for 
the home coming of Mr. Hill. 

Hill’s Polished Politics. 

Curiously enougn Mr. Curtis insisted that 
no significance should be attached to his 
coming here. ‘‘Nevertheless and notwith- 
Standing,’’ as Senator Vest would Say, 
subsequent developments showed that Mr. 
Curtis had come here expressly to learn 
what Senator Hill’s position would be to- 
ward the Bryan ticket. 

Mr. HiJl reached here a short time before 
6 o'clock, and as soon as his victoria ap- 
peared in the distance Mr. Curtis started 
for the senator’s cottage. Hill saw him 
coming and beckoned. When the two met 
there was no handshaking, on the contra- 
try, the atmosphere grew very chilly. The 
two entered a private room of General 
Early’s cottage, where they were closeted 
for half an hour. 

After the conference neither would talk. 
Both became as dumb as clams. Mr. Cur- 
tis acted as if he had just come back from 
the biting regions of the arctic zone. It 
was painfully apparent that he had re- 
ceived little concession from the senator. 
It is intimated tonight that Senator Hill 
not only gave the administration the cold 
shoulder, but spoke his mind freely about 
the letter declining a third term, which 
never came and which was the cause of 
the Cleveland rebuke at Chicago. More- 
over, it is said Mr. Hill hinted that he 
would not espouse the third ticket. 

It is known positively that the senator 
will wait until the New York state demo- 
cratic convention meets in September be- 
fore declaring his position. In a word, he 
will not embarrass his future presidential 
prospects by any hasty action. He even 
declines to comment on ex-Secretary Whit- 
ney’s declaration tonight, in which he re- 
pudiates the Chicago platform. 

Senator Hill is playing polished politics 
these days. He is being consulted on all 
Sides by the rank and file of his party. Let- 
ters pour in upon him from every direction. 

In short, Normandie is becoming a veri- 
table mecca. Nearly every big paper has 
already detailed a staff correspondent here. 
Secretary Lamont lives near Normandie. 
Senator Murphy is at long Branch, State 
Chairman Hinckley is here and National 
Committeeman Sheehan is stopping with 
Mr. Murphy. Just at present Senator Hill 
is stumped. He cannot bolt and he will 
not be a Bryanite. It is a mistake to say 
that he has already mapped out his course. 
On the contrary, Hill is playing the role 
of a political Micawber. He tells his 
friends that he is non-committal on the 
Chicago platform as yet, and Senator Mur- 
phy is in pretty much the same boat. 


AN APPEAL FOR UNITY. 


Hon. DuPont Guerry Shows Why All 

Democrats Should Support Bryan. 
From The Macon, Ga., Telegraph. 

To the editor of The Macon Telegraph: 
A citizen should be as frank and sincere, 
as honest and conscientious in politics as 
in other affairs. If he is not controlled. 
in his political course chiefly by considera- 
tion of public welfare he is not patriotic. 
If he is controlled in his political course 
entirely by his animosities, he is not sen- 
sible; if entirely by-his selfish interests, 
he is not honest. 

While these propositions are indisputable 
men must nevertheless be practical and do 
what seems right and best under the cir- 
cumstances. In order to be practical in 
the performance of public duties it is 
mecessary to make concessions, and it is 
true, as a general rule, the more intelligent 
and patriotic a man is the more ready he 
is to mrake concessions. 

While no citizen of the United States is 
required to violate his conscience,--gur 
national government is founded on con- 
cessions, and our national constitution is 
@ mass of concessions, made by the peo- 
ples of the different states. Party organ- 
ization is likewise founded on concessions, 
Without concessions there can be no party, 
and without generous concessions there 
can be no successful party. These con- 
cessions must prevail both as to measures 
and men. Those having on foot some sel- 
fish scheme, having secured a pledge to 
its accomplishment, can readily agree on 
vote-catching declarations and thus con- 
struct a platfonm with unanimity. But 
among those who seek their country’s wel- 
fare and to that end undertake the great 
task of justice to all, there is always more 
difference of opinion. I doubt if any very 
intelligent and patriotic citizen ever after 
full deliberation and reflection unquali- 
fiedly approved the platform of his party. 
There was always in it something he 
would rather have had out or something 
out of it he would rather have had in, 
even if more serious objections did not 
exist. 

In order to maintain elective government 
‘Wwe must have political parties, however 
much such political divisions among us are 

for many reasons to be deplored. They 
fr7e necessary processes for the develop- 


ment of majorities and for control by ma- 
jorities, and majorities are necessary to 
the maintenance of principles and policies 
and.the--maintenance of the government 
itself. If every citizen of this republic 
should insist upon his particular views, 
but conrparatively few would -agree on any 
particular platform and we would lave 
a large number of small parties. 

Such being the case, electors would fre- 
quently be elected by smal! pluralities, 
and no president or vice president would 
be elected by the people, if elected at cll. 
No candidate for such offices would receive 
majorities of the electoral colleges, and the 
elections would devolve upon the house of 
representatives and the senate. In choos- 
ing a president by the house the votes 
must be taken by states, each state hav- 
ing one vote; a quorum for this purpose 
consisting of a number of members from 
two-thirds of the states and a majority of 
all the states being necessary to a choice. 
To elect a vice president two-thirds of all 
the senators are necessary to a quorum 
and a majority necessary to elect. In the 
election for president the house is limited 
to the three candidates who have received 
the highest votes for president. In the 
election of vice president the senate is 
limited to the two candidates who have 
received the highest votes for vice presi- 
dent. If it should be the case that the 
members of the house and the senators 
have been elected on the same lines as the 
electors an entire failure to elect a presi- 
dent and vice president might occur, either 
for the want of agreement or for the want 
of a quorum, 

Our fcrefathers, with all of their wisdom, 
did not foresee the extent to which poster- 
ity might disagree and divide into political 
parties, and they failed to provide for a 
contingency that may result in the failure 
of our national government. Our growth 
in population and diversity of interest has 
already reached the stage in which material 
amendment to the constitution is impossi- 
ble under the terms of that instrument. 

This brings me to the question I wish 
briefly to discuss with my fellow democrats: 
Shall democrats make concessions to demo- 
crats, or shall democrats make concessions 
to republicans? 

I am opposed to the financial plank of 
the democratic platform, and I am opposed 
to other planks in that platform. I think 
I could construct a platform that would be 
more democratic. I knuw I could construct 
one that would suit me better. But I shall 
vote the democratic ticket without hesita- 
tion and without violating my conscience, 
however much my Judgment may dissent or 
my pride of opinion suffer. 

Other things being equal, I would make 
concessions to party friends, rather than 
to party enemies; but, in my judgment, 
other things-are not equal. 

Neither the republican ticket nor the 
republican party is in favor of sound 
money, or ever will be. The principal dif- 
ference between Mr. McKinley and Mr. 
Bryan on the money question has been that 
Mr. Bryan has been more frank and sin- 
cere, more honest and manly. 

The only fixed idea that Mr. McKinley 
has in reference to the principles and 
policies of the federal government is pro- 
tection, and the great desideratum with 
him*is to possess and control the govern- 
ment in the interest of the classes and 
sections to which he and his party belong, 
and to the injustice and oppression of the 
masses of the people and the general in- 
terests of the country. 

The same is true as to the republican 
party itself. In its present platform it de- 
nounces Mr, Cleveland for issuing bonds in 
order to preserve the gold standard and 
save the country from dishonor and bank- 
ruptcy, although that party had itself 
created the legal power and the business 
necessity for issuing these bonds. 

The party then declares itself to be ‘‘un- 
reservedly in favor of sound money,” boast- 
ingly claiming credit for the present finan- 
cial system of the country. Yet, so far as 
I am informed, no considerable number of 
honest and iritelligent citizens regard our 
present financial system as either sound or 
satisfactory. 

The party has recently had ample power 
and opportunity to furnish prooof: of its 
devotion to sound finance, by the passage 
of ects to remedy and perfect our financial 
system and to give the people relief, and 
Grover Cleveland, the wisest statesman and 
purest’ patriot of his time, stood ready and 
anxious to approve any measure of reform, 
no matter from what source it might come. 

Did the party pass any such measures? 
No. All it proposed was more tariff, more 
taxation for the benefit of the favored 
classes and interests. Knowing that the or- 
dinary stale arguments in favor of protec- 
tion were insufticient for their purposes, its 
sound money men, so-called, sought to take 
advantage of the distressing financial situa- 
tion, for which that party was chiefly re- 
sponsible, in order to force another tariff 
iniquity upon the people. 

With that party the pension question 
with a plea of magnanimity to union sol- 
diers and the money question with a plea 
of national honor, and every other question 
is made subsidiary to protection, which 
all intelligent people know is but another 
— for robbery under the forms of 
aw. 

Reduced to its last analysis the repub- 
lican platform can be expressed in five 
words, ‘“‘Public utilities for private ad- 
vantages.”’ 

The only aim of the party seems to be 
to make all the money out of the gov- 
ernment that can be made by its manipu- 
lation. 

If the advocacy of the gold standard will 
help to bring it into power, it advocates 
the gold standard. If the purchase of mii- 
lions per month of silver for coinage will 
help to keep it in power, it passes laws 
for such purchase, although the result was 
to be the destruction of the gold standard. 

Many republicans already claim that free 
silver would be a good protection measure. 

Should a majority of them reach that 
conclusion, who doubts that the party 
would give us free silver, should it again 
be entrusted with the necessary power? 
Then, all this talk about “international 
agreement with the leading commercial 
nations’’ would be lost in the shout of 
that favorite but hypocritical slogan 
“America for Americans.” 

There are honest differences among us 
as to what constitutes sound money, but 
in my judgment the minority wing of the 
democratic party constitutes in the main 
the sound money element of the country. 
The success of the cause depends unon 
the growth and triumph of that element 
inside and not outside of the party. Let 
us fight the question out among ourselves 
and not pursue a course that must result 
in division and disintegration. 

To the sour and sordid man who is only 
too ready to desert his race and party on 
account of his personal interests, to the 
shallow-pated fellow who thinks that to 
differ from his home people is to make 
him appear wiser and better than they: 
to the disappointed office seeker who sees 
in the wreck of southern civilization noth- 
ing except a better chance to realize his 
ambition, I have no appeal to make. 

But to every democrat who is such from 
public and patriotic considerations< to 
every white man of rormal] instincts of 
affiliation, I beg to say: do not determine 
your course too quickly lest you act from 
impulse or a feeling of resentment or dis- 
‘appointment. Do not desert the old ship in 
her hour of peril, to seek refuge and fel- 
lowship with the political pirates of the 
country.

'W. B. RUSSELL DEAD 


Massachusetts’ Ex-Governor Fouad Life- 
less in His Bed by Friends, 


DEATH CAME WHILE HE SLEPT 


Apparently in Good Health When He 
Retired Wednesday Night. 


HE WAS IN CANADA ON A’ FISHING TRIP 


Young and Vigorous, His Demise Sur- 
prised All—A Career of Fame 
in His State. 


St. Adelaide de Pabos, Quebec, July 16.— 
ExGoverror William T.. Russell, of Massa- 
chusetts arrived here from Boston yester- 
day afternoon and pitched his tent for a 
few days’: fishing. He was accompanied 
by his brother. 

They all retired early last night, the 
governor apparently in good health and 
spirits. Upon his companions trying to 
arouse him this morning they discovered 


that he was dead. 

Death must have resulted from heart 
disease. 

The position of the body and the ex- 
pression on ‘the dead man’s face showed 
that death must have been painless. After 
an inquest this afternoon the remains will 
be taken at once to hig home in Boston. 

The Hon. William Eustis Russell was 
born in Cambridge, Mass., in 1857. He was 
educated in the public schools and at Harv- 
ard college, where he graduated in 1877, 
He then began the study of law under his 
father’s direction and took a course of 
three years in the Boston university law 
school. 

He was admitted to the 
the April term of 1880. 

Mr. Russell was only twenty-eight years 
of age, when, in 1885, he was elected mayor 
of his native city, having already served 
as councilman and alderman, In 188 he 
was nominated for governor, but was de- 
feated by Ames. It was in this year that 
Mr. Russell gave evidence of his gifts as 
a stump speaker, 

He worked and talked incessantly, going 
about from one place to another. He was 
renominated for governor in 1889. This 
time his competitor was Governor Brack- 
ett. Mr. Russell, at the end of a vigorous 
campaign reduced the plurality of his op- 
ponent from 29,000 to 6,775. Next year, 
on his third trial, he was elected by a 
plurality of 9,000. 

In hig inaugural message he suggested 
many reforms in state management, but 
few of them became operative, owing to 
a hostile legislature and a hostile council. 
Mr. Russell was re-elected governor of 
his state twice. He retired at the end of 
his third term.to resume the practice of 
law. 

Russell's name was mentioned by his ad- 
mirergs in New England as one which 
would look well at the head of the demo- 
cratic national ticket. At the Jefferson 
celebration at Monticello, Va., early in this 
year, the ex-governor made a strong dec- 
laration in favor of honest money. He 
was associated with Senator Hill and ex- 
Secretary Whitney in the contest over the 
platform in the recent Chicago convention.

week ago yesterday, a minute before 
Bryan ascended the coliseum platform to 
make his famous speech, a trimly built, 
smooth-faced young man, with a ruddy 
countenance, finished a protest aginst the 
platform upon which the democratic party 
now stands, and left the stage amid the 
applause of his admiring comrades. 

It wus ‘Billie’ Russell, ex-governor of 
Massachusetts. His boyish face. suffused 
with the zlow of health, seemed to wear 
the prophecy of many goodl years to come 
and his tread was firm and vigorous.

As he stood before the convention speak- 
ing he was an impressive figure. One of 
The Constitution’s special writers describ- 
ed him as quaintly so.

His voice, usually good, 
had been badly worn by the previous Sat- 
urday night meeting of the gold men. lle 
had sat throughout the convention quietly. 
He made a motion in the Nebraska con- 
test case, and for a moment it was thought 
he would make a speech, but he quietiy 
withdrew his motion and the Bryan dele- 
gates were admitted. 

Mr. Russell sat in a front seat, directly 
opposite the chairman’s stand. Close by 
him sat George Frederick Williams, the 
free silver apostle of Massachuestts, There 
he was frequently pointed out.. He took 
a deep interest in the convention pro- 
ceedings. He talked little during the pro- 
gress of the work. When Senator Hill 
finished his speech, he leaped to his chair 
and waved his black derby hat and Cclap- 
ped his hands with the other enthusiastic 
members of his delegation. 

He took the stand soon after Hill and 
closed the debate on the platform for the 
gold men. It was his last appearance in 
public life. He spoke about seven min- 
utes very earnestly. He referred to George 
Frederick Williams’s advocacy of silver as 
the one false note tnat he had heard from 
Massachusetts. He appealed to the dele- 
gates from his state to say whether or not 
he spoke the sentiment of his state. They 
arose and said that he did. 

He closed his speech by uttering the 
prophecy that the protest of the minority 
would be held as the ark of the covenant 
of the faith. 

He went back to his seat to make way 
for the peerless Bryan, who was to make 
a speech for history. He had made his 
last speech. He sat still and quiet only 
a few feet away while Bryan made his 
masterly effort. He took no part in the 
applause that followed. 

No one who saw the young statesman 
dreamed that the touch of death was al- 
most upon him. No man in all that vast 
concourse of 20,000 people seemed to have 
a firmer grip on life. He seemed to be 
in the full flush of young manhood. Ap- 
parently but little over thirty, he seemed 
a most unlikely subject for the stroke of 
death. 

He was a man of strong individuality, 
both of appearance and thought. His 
style was angular. His nose was rather 
long and prominent and his neck was long. 
His face was intensely serious. He but 
rarely smiled. 

When it was thought that the gold men 
would dominate the convention, he was 
perhaps the most prominent candidate for 
‘the presidency, and had the gold men won, 
he might have stcod where Mr. Bryan 
stands.

GOVERNMENT PAYS TWICE. 


Claims for Old War Debts Liquidated 


the Second Time. 

Washington, July 16—A proposed double 
payment of over $41,000 and an actual 
double payment of nearly $9,000 have just 
been disclosed in the navy department, 
nrost of it going to the state of Alabama. 

The facts seem to be that at the out- 
break of the war the old sidewheel steam- 
ers, DeSoto and Bienville, belonging to the 
New York and New Orleans Steamship 
Company, were purchased by the govern- 
ment and an appropriation. made for the 
payment of their stipulated price. 

For a time the proportionate amount due 
the stockholders in the company resident 
in the Confederate States was withheld 
by the treasury, .but in the years inter- 
‘vening between 1870 and 1874 all these 
dropped southern claims were taken up 
and paid. 

Through some blundering proper vouchers 
were not filed with the papers in the 
treasury department. This fact seems to 
have come to the knowledge of ex-Con- 
gressman Charles M. Shelley, of Alabama, 
who, in Mr. Cleveland’s first administra- 
tion, was fourth auditor of the treasury, 
and he presuming in good faith from that 
fact that the claims had not been paid, 
procured powers of attorney from the 
Claimants after getting out of office and 
prosecuted the claims successfully before 
the court of claims and congress, secur- 
ing an appropriation last year of over 
$41,700 for that purpose. 

Over $8,500 of claims under this appropria- 
tion had been paid away before the fact 
that all the claims had 
actually been paid more than twenty 
years ago. This was brought about through 
the honesty of Mr. Kenelson H. Lewis, of 
Raleigh, N. C., one of the beneficiaries, 
who returned the check sent him for his 
proportion of the claim, saying that he had 
already been paid, and then the error was 
discovored. 

The official explanation of the navy de- 
partment why the claims were twice paid 
is as follows: 

In nfaking a settlement of the forty-one 
Shares paid in 1871-72-73 and 1874, the bills 
were made out in the names of tl at. 
torneys and not in the names of the claim- 
ants, and the papers relating to these 
claims were retained at the navy depart- 
ment and were not attached to the vouch- 
ers according to the present practice. The 
papers or a portion of them were sent to 
the bureau of construction and repair for 
safe keeping, and it appears that they 
were not entered on the files of papers 
relating to the purchase of vessels, and 
were lost sight of in that bureau. 

The over-payments made under this ap- 
propriation appear to be $8,535. Of this 
amount one claim of $1,702 may be correct, 
the investigation of the auditor into its 
validity not having been concluded. The 
bill in all these cases except that of Mr. 
Lewis having been made in the names of 
the attorneys and not in the names of the 
vjainrants the records of the auditor’s 
office did not furnish a ready check upon 
the payments when made in the name of 
the claimants themselves. It was not 
until the date, names of attorneys and ap- 
propriations out ef which the payments 
had been made had been ascertained by 
this department in consequence of the mat- 
ter having been brought to attention by 
Mr. Lewis that the number and amount of 
the over-payments was discovered. 

One of the persons paid under the ap- 
propriation, Mrs. Tuthill, widow of George 
A. Tuthil!, of Mobile, Ala., who received 
$4,255, reports that she has spent the money. 
General Shelley says he is trying to ar- 
range for the settlement of other clainrs 
paid or in process of payment. He ex- 
viains that the original payment was 
made to Mr. Lewis when he had just come 
of age, and his father’s estate 
was in the hands of executors where 
it is still continued, and that his (Shel- 
ley’s) power of attorney to collect. the 
claim was obtained from the executors. 
When the check reached Mr. Lewis he 
returned it with such information as stop- 
ped further disbursements and enabled the 
department to trace the vouchers for the 
payments made twenty-three years ago 

It is more than probable that but for Mr. 
Lewis's prompt action the entire appro- 
priation for these claims would have been 
disbursed shortly. 


HOT SHOT FROM McDERMOTT. 


New Jersey Democrats Denounce Him 
as a Traitor. 

Trenton, N. J., July 17.—At the last reg- 
ular meeting of the Mercer County Demo- 
cratic Club, at the clubhouse, the follow- 
ing resolution were adopted: 

“Resolved, That we unanimously indorse 
the democratic candidate for president, 
William J. Bryan, and Arthur Sewall for 
vice president, recognizing them as the 
nominees of the people and not of the boss- 
es, and we heartily indorse the platform 
as in the interest of all the people as 
against the class of gold sellers and bond 
grabbers. 

“Resolved, That from the time of Jeffer- 
son down to the present, one of the time 
honored principles of democracy has been 
that the rule of the majority shall govern 
the whole. With that great principle in 
view we are covered with shame and in- 
dignation at the action of the delegations 
from New Jersey in a legally constituted 
conven“ion, who sat there voiceless dum- 
mies, and acted like mad bulls before the 
platform of progress and prosperity, whose 
onward rush swept them into the ditch of 
disgrace and oblivion. 

“Resolved, That with his black flag over 
his shoulder and the thirty pleces, or more, 
of Wall street corporations and Standard 
oil trust gold in his pocket, Allen McDer- 
mott, for his betrayal of the principles 
of the people, from which he sprung, he 
requested to emulate the example of his 
prototype. 

“Resolved, That we again call the atten- 
tion of Senator James Smith to the fact 
that his line of policy at Chicago was the 
same as that at home, which has filled the

HANNA IS WORKING HARD 


Committee Met Yesterday and Finish- 
ed Its Business. 


CALL MADE ON MAJOR M’KINLEY 


Fight in Illinois Against the Demo- 
crats Will Be Carried on 
Bitterly. 


Cleveland, O., July 16.—Under very much 
more pleasant meteorological conditions 
than those which prevailed yesterday, the 
members of the executive committee of the 
republican national committee reassembled 
in Mr. Hanna’s office this morning short- 
ly after 10 o’clock. 

A few matters of detail determined yes- 
terday have leaked‘out. The work at Chi- 
cago will be supervised by Mr. Henry C. 
Payne, of Wisconsin, assisted by Mr. Ches- 
ter Dawes, of Illinois, who will be western 
secretary. At New York, Secretary W. 
M. Osborne, of Massachusetts, will be in 
charge. It is understood that a vigorous 
campaign will be at once instituted for the 
purpose of meeting and combating the free 
coinage sentiment let loose under the in- 
fluence of the Chicago convention. 

It is conceded by members of the commit- 
tee that just now the silver sentiment fs 
so widespread that great necessity exists 
for immediate work to counteract it and 
restrict its further growth. 

The details of campaign work were set- 
tled at today’s meeting, which, it is un- 
derstood, will be the last of the present 
series. (Major McKinley could not arrange 
his affairs so as to come to Cleveland to- 
day, and the members of the executive 
committee left here at 3:15 o’clock to visit 
him at Canton. Thence they will separate 
and go to their several homes. 

Among the matters settled today are 
those relating to the preparation and pub- 
lication of campaign matter of various 
kinds, the selection of those to have charge 


or to be engaged in the work; the appoint- | 


ment of sub-committees on finance and pub- 
lic speaking; and relations with subordi- 
nate and auxiliary organizations. No 
choice has yet been made of the ninth 
member of the executive committee, and 
it may not be announced until the advisory 
committee is named, and it may be that 
the place will not be filled at all. Mr. 
Hanna’s notice has been called to a sug- 
gestion in connection will filling this va- 
cancy as a solution of the New York com- 
plications, that is to give Mr. Platt the 
place and make Cornelius N. Bliss the 
treasurer of the committee. What consid- 
eration, if any, Mr. Hanna gave the sug- 
gestion, can only be determined by devel- 
opments of the future, 


Called on Major McKinley. 

Chairman Babcock, of the republican con- 
gressional campaign committee, and Mr. 
Thomas H. McKee, journal clerk of the 
house of representatives, were with the 
executive committee this morning. The 
former left at 11 o’clock for Washington, 
going by way of Canton, to call on Major 
McKinley. 

After Mr. McKee had retired, Mr. P. S. 
Hieath, who had charge of the McKinley 
literature bureau at St. Louis, was called 
in and spent nearly an hour with the com- 
mittee. He announced that the committee 
had determined to consolidate the literary 
and printing bureaus and that he had ac- 
cepted the position of chief of the new 
bureau. 

Its work will be done in Chicago for both 
the eastern and western headquarters and 
a large force of assistants will be employ- 
ed. Messrs. Hanna, Payne, Dawes, ?Durbin 
and Heath will meet at the Auditorium, 
Chicago, Monday next, to map out the work 
and actively enter upon it. This would 
indicate that in some respects at least the 
Chicago headquarters will be more im- 
portant and the work more expensive than 
that in New.

There 
are times, such as the time which we are 
now passing, when the action of this na- 
tion upon its “inancial policy may deter- 
mine the welfare of the people, not only 
of this nation, but of the world; not only 
now, but for years to come. We have 
reached a crisis in our monetary legisla- 
tion. There are those who would bind 
this nation to the gold standard, but while 
there are those who would fasten a Euro- 
pean yoke upon the neck of American free- 
men, there are others who say that this 
nation shall govern itself and make its 
own laws. In speaking with emphasis 
upon this subject I beg you not-to think 
that we who believe in free coinage of sil- 
ver at 16 to 1 lack charity for those who 
differ. It is not a campaign in which we 
should use bitter words. I have every re- 
spect for the opinion’of those who d#fer 
from us. Te 

“There are men—there are great men— 
there are good men—who do not 
agree to the restoration of silver. Let us 
not speak of them in terms of denuncia- 
tion. 

Eulogizes Ex-Governor Russell. 

Mr. Bryan thenspoke in terms of regret 
of ex-Governor Russell, of Massachusetts, 
whose character he eulogized. He added: 

“I believe from the bottom of my heart; 
I believe, and the belief touches every fiber 
in my being, that until we restore silver 
to its equal place by the side of gold, to 
the place that it occupied for so many 
years, sO many centuries and so many 
ages. there can be no lasting prosperity 
brought back to the homes of those who 
toil. They tell that they want confidence 
restored. We tell them that confidence 
must have a substantial basis upon which 
to rest, and that so long as you legislate 
value out of property there is nothing sud- 
stantial on which confidence can rest. 

“If they tell us they want an honest 
dollar we tell them that we have every de 
sire for an honest dollar, but when they 
attempt to define an honest dollar we beg 
them to give us a dollar which is as kind 
to the men who purchase wealth as it is te 
the man who holds it in investment. A 
dollar which increases in value is an hon- 
est dollar. I want you to study this 
question for yourselves and want to 
suggest two things for you to think 
about. They tell you that the gold stan- 
dard is the standard of civilization; that is 
their argument. | 

“If they tell you that, let me suggest an 
answer that is complete, if the gold 
standara is the standard of civilization, 
why is it that the United States, the lead- 
er in the civilization of the world, has 
never declared for a gold standard. (Ap- 
plause.) If the gold standard is the stan- 
dard of civilization, why is it that no na- 
tional party’in the history of the United 
States has ever declared that the gold stan- 
dard is a good thing? 

“And if the republicans attempt to ad- 
mit that a double standard is better than 
a single standard and tell us that this na- 
tion is impotent to secure it w.thout the 
aid of other nations we hur! back defiance 
and tell them that this nation is great 
enough to legislate for its own people 
without waiting for the aid or consent of 
any other nation on earth. (Applause.) 
Which course will they take? They dare 
not take either course; dare not meet the 
issue on the money question because there 
és no ground upon which they can stand. 
If they had declared for the gold standard 
they might have advocated it, but having 
declared against the gold standard they 
dare not ask the verdict of their country- 
men upon this proposition." 

Mr. Bryan, in closing, referred to his 
companion on the national ticket, saying: 

“There are eections in this country where 
it has required more heroism to stand out 
for the rights of the masses of the people 
than in the west. And I ask you not to 
forget that brave man who stands upon the 
ticket with me and who, away off near the 
Atlantic shore, has been fighting the bat- 
tle of the common people as courageously 
as Bland has fought for it in Missouri.” 
(Great applause.) 

When Mr. Bryan had finished he retired 
to the lobby of the hotel, where a public 
reception was held, lasting until late in the 
evning, thousands of people passing be 
fore the presidential candidate.

TEMPTED/INTO THEFT 


H. D. Twitty and H. M. Reeve, of 
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Railroad C/mpany Declares the Papers 
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CLERK ANH BOOKKEEPER THE COMBINE 


Seven ‘Thousand Barrels of Mythical 
Rosin Produce $25,000 of Good 
Circulating Medium. 
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Savannah, Ga2., July 16.—(Special.)\—H. D. 
Twitty, bookkeeper and confidential clerk 
for Francis T. McCall, naval étores factor, 
and H. M. Reeve, head bookkeeper at the 
Savannah, Florida and Western railroad 
wharves, were arrested today on charges 
of making and hypothecating fraudulent 


rosin receipts. 
Three separate warrants were sworn: out 


‘against each, and $1,000 bond was required 


qnder each warrant. 

The railroad people were determined they 
ghould not give bond, it appears, and were 
ready to issue several more warrants had 
bond been given under these. 

The three warrants issued mentioned false 
receipts for 1,700 barrels of rosin, and it is 
said this does not begin to cover. the 
amount, The fraudulent receipts, it is 
stated, were hypothecated with three or 
four of the banks around the city through 
the power of attorneys, which Twitty held 
from Mr. McCall, and the total amount ob- 
tained In this way, it is said, amounts to 
$25,000 to $30,000. Messrs. Erwin, duBignon 
and Chisholm, attorneys for the Savannah, 
Florida and Western railroad, are still busy 
checking up the matter, but had not ar- 
rived definitely at the total amount which 
had been secured through the receipts, 

It is charged that Reeve made out the 
fraudulent receipts at the wharf in favor 
of McCal]! and turned them over to Twitty, 
Mr. McCall never seeing them, and that 
they were disposed of between Reeve and 
Twitty. The receipts were made out in 
regular form, and, of course, were as good, 
so far as the banks were concerned, as 
any others, the banks being accustomed to 
accepting such receipts and advancing 
money on them every day. 

It is believed that the railroad will admit 
the Nability. 

Twitty and Reeve could not furnish bond, 
and were sent to jail tonight. Twitty is un- 
married, and has had considerable social 
standing since his residence in Savannah. 
Reeve is married, and has several children. 


EDUCATORS EXCHANGE IDEAS. 


Teachers and Commissioners Learn 
from Each Other at Cumber- 
land Island. 
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Cumberland Island, Ga., July 16.—(Spe- 


cial.)—About sixty-five county school com- 
missioners are in attendance upon the con- 
vention. This is the largest number that 
ever met together. The business sessions 
and round tables, presided over by State 
School Commissioner G. R. Gleen, are 
unusually interesting. 

The commissioners have discussed bet- 
ter schoolhouses and mory money by local 
taxation for the common schools. 

Mr. Glenn is succeeding beyond his fond- 
est hopes in interesting the people and 
commissioners on these two questions. 

The discussion of the improvement of 
the teacher was led by Hon. 8S. D. Brad- 
well, of the State Normal school, in an able 
address. Others engaged in the discus- 
sion, adding new interest to the subject. 

The commissioners, by resolution this 
morning, decided to ask the legislature 
to permit the county school commissioners 
to act aS a mediator between the people 


of the county and the school book com-. 


panies to the end that books may be ob- 
tained more cheaply. At present the com- 
missioners are not permitted to make 
deals with the book companies. 

The committee on legislation as appointed 
by President Stewart stands as follows: 
Major R. J. Guinn, Atlanta, chairman, 
M. B. Evans, M. B. Dennis, W. E. Boggs, 
George M. Napier 

The duty of this -eommittee is to urge 
before the legislature. such legislation by 
the general assembly as the convention 
decides should be passed. The committee 
will urge the legislature to pass a bill re- 
quiring each county to supplement the 
state school fund by local taxation. 

Never in the historv of the association 
have the teachers taken such general inter- 
est in the sessions ot the association. The 
attendance is not quite so large as last 
year, but there are more county commis- 
sioners present than on any former occa- 
sion. This is pre-eminently a_ business 
session and much good Is being done. Al- 
most every person to whom work was as- 
signed has heen present to perform his 
part. This is unusual in the history of the 
organization. 
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COTTON MILL WILL BE ENLARGED 


High Shoals Company Will Double Its 
Capacity—A Brick Yard. 

High Shoals, Ga., July 16.—(Special.)— 
The semi-annual meeting of the stockK- 
holders of the High Shoals Manufacturing 
Company last Friday voted to build an- 
other factory here almost as large as the 
present one. 

President J. W. Hinton has already pur- 
chased a brick machine with a capacity 
of 30,000 per day. and brick will be made 
in sight of the factory. 

The new building will be 108 feet ong by 
52 feet wide, three stories high, with tower 
and tank on top to hold 33,000 gallons of 
Water. This will be one of the prettiest 
cotton mills in the south, and will be 
filled with the latest improved machinery. 

High Shoals has one of the finest water 
powers in fme state, but as a guard 
against extremely high or low water the 
company will put in a 200-horse power 
Harris-Corliss compound engine with a 
2-horse power boiler. 

President J. W. Hinton and Superintend- 
ent J. W. Baxter will push the work and 
hope to have everything in shape by De- 
cember Ist. 


SCHOOLS ARE WELL ATTENDED. 


Columbus Children Are Not Growing 
Up in Ignorance. 

Columbus, Ga., July 16.—(Special.)—The 
afinual report of the superintendent of the 
Columbus public schools has been com- 
Pleted and will be presented to the city 
council at its next regular meeting. 

The report is a very interesting docu- 
ment, and contains much valuable invor- 
mation pertaining to the schools. 

The average attendance last year was 
2,439, an increase of 75 over the preceding 
year. About M4 per cent of the pupils were 
promoted. The schoo! population of Co- 
Jumbus, according to the last census, is 
4,315. The attendance last year at both 
public and private schools was only 64 
per cent of this number, leaving 36 per 
cent of children who are growing up in 
ignorance, notwithstanding every educa- 
tional facility is afforded.

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EWALT ON TRIAL FOR LIFE. 


Kentuckian Whose Neck Is in Danger 
Calls for Colonel Breckinridge’s 
Legal Aid. 


Milledgeville, Ga.. July 16.—(Special.)— 
Never in the history of Baldwin county 
has sO much interest been, manifested in 
& murder trial as now is in the trial of 
Joe Ewalt for the murder of Walter Hemp- 
hill, a young man employed in C. T. Whe- 
lan’s burroom, on the night of the 2tth 
of March last. 

walt is a young Kentuckian, who has 
been in this community for several years, 
engaged in training race horses. He is 
from a prominent family and his father is 
a personal friend of Hon. W. C. P. Breck- 
inridge. 

As soon us the homicide committed by 
young Ewalt was made known at his old 
home Colonel Breckinridge immediately 
telegraphed young FEwalt that he stood 
ready to come to Milledgeville to defend 
him. It soon spread that the famous sil- 
ver-haired and silver-tongued orator would 
attend the present term of the court here 
and make an argument in the case in be- 
half of the defendant. 

The case was called at 8 o'clock 
morning by Judge John C. Hart 
Messrs. Whitfield & Allen appeared for 
the defense and Solicitor General Gray 
Lewis and Messrs Roberts and Rattle for 
the state. 

There was little delay in eetting the jury 
and the taking of evidence began at 11 
o'clock. 

Colonel Whitfield conducted the exami- 
nation of witnesses for the defense, while 
Colonel Breckinridge sat at his elbow ex- 
hibiting great interest and frequently mak- 
ing suggestions to his essociates. 

A telephone with a big funnel shaped 
affair to receive the sounds was this 
morning put in the courtroom so as to be 
near and almost in front of the speaker 
when he addresses the jury. 3yv. Cth is 
means it is hoped. to make it possible for 
large numbers of people to hear him who 
otherwise would be unable to do so. 

Judge Hart this morning had sent out 
of the courtroom during the taking of evi- 
dence all persons qualitied for jury duty. 
This was because of the fact that Charles 
Mathis, who is jointly indicted with Ewalt, 
is yet to be tried, the state having elected 
to try Ewalt first. 

The case is exciting an 
and ,an immense crowd renders 
Weather well nigh unbearable. 

At the adjournnrent hour of court 
evidence was about concluded. 

The argument of course! 
probably at noon tomorrow. 

There will be two arguments for each 
side, Colonel Breckinridge concluding for 
the defense. So far the colonel has taken 
very -little active part in the conduct of 
the case, Colonel Whitfield conducting the 
examination of witnesses and in the main 
the argument on legal questions raised 
during the trial. 

At one point in 
Offered in evidence 
the deceased Hemphill made a few days 
before his death. The state objected to 
the declarations and quite an interesting 
argument ensued on the question. Colonel 
Breckenridge took part in the argument 
for his side, and that was the first ocea- 
sion on which he had addressed the court. 
At 6 o'clock this afternoon he arose and 
addressing the court requested a suspen- 
sion of business until 8 o'clock a. m. on 
account of the illness of Colonel Whit- 
field. 

The court readily granted the request. 
Colonel Breckenridge will probably begin 
his address to the jury about 3 o’clock to- 
morrow afternoon. 

The defense set up in the 
Ewalt shot Hemphill while 
under the influence of whisky, and while 
in that condition acc'dentally pulled the 
trigger of his pistol three times and three 
shots took effect on Hemphill. 

The evidence tends to show that there 
was no ill will on the part of Ewalt to- 
ward Her-phill. _ 
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Employes Say They Can’t Stand Ne- 
groes in the Mill. 

Rome, Ga., July 16.—(Special.)—The trou- 
ble between some of the employes of the 
Massachusetts cotton mills and Superin- 
tendent Hunking remains unsettled and it 
is probable that more trouble may result. 

Last week a white man was discharged 
and a negro was put in his place. This 
seems to have been the first cause of the 
action. ‘Then Henry Ware, J. L. Budger, 
J. P. Woodall, a man named Arwood and 
others determined to act. Sunday they cir- 
culated a petition among the workmen and 
it Was numerousgly signed. The petition set 
forth the fact that they did not want their 
wives and children working along side of 
the colored hands. It is said to have been 
only a petition, and mild and respectful. 
The superintendent heard of it and after 
Ware and Budger carried it to him Friday 
he refused to receive it. 

He discharged them and told them he 
oe going to run the business to suit him- 
self. 

There igs much hot talk and the men dis- 
charged keep it stirred up. There are 
threats of aH quitting, which does not 
seem to bother the management in the 
least. 

Yesterday there was much sttrring about. 
Some of the discharged men were ordered 
to vacate the houses which belong to the 
company. They refused, and yesterday 
they were served with a three days’ nQ- 
tice. They still declared they would not 
leave. and came to town to consult a 
lawyer.

They lost their footing and at once became 
frantic with fright. Miss Hampton seeing 
their danger went to their rescue. She 
caught both the young ladies, but could 
not quiet them so as to get them to stand 
up, despite the shallowness of the water. 

She then attempted to swint with both, 
as, in their excitement, they prevented 
her standing up. She held Miss Mobley, 
releasing Miss Massey, at the same time 
urging Miss Massey to seize her clothes, 
thus feaving Miss Hampton's right hand 
free, with which she hoped to reach the 
beach by swimming. 

It is supposed that Miss 
at this moment fainted, as made no 
attempt to seize Miss Hampton. The lat- 
ter, carrying the almost unconscious Miss 
Mobley under her left arm, swam to the 
shore, where she left the young lady. She 
then started to return for Miss Massey, 
but in her struggle with Miss Mobley, who 
weighs probably 160 pounds, she had 
sprained somre joint and could not reach 
the body of Miss Massey. 

W. O. Stamps, of Atlanta, came up the 
beach on his bicycle at this juncture and 
dashed into the waves. He reached the 
floating body of Miss Massey and fighting 
against the ebbing tide succeeded in land- 
ing the body. 

Dr. Hluckelby, the resident physician, and 
Manager Lee T. Shackelford were beside 
the body within a few minutes after it was 
rescued, and gave every possible attention 
to no avail. The young lady did not revive 
from her faint. 

Both Miss Massey and Miss Mobley were 
students in the Normal school at Milledge- 
ville.

The wounds, while serious, will not prove 
fatal.

‘To the Second Baptist Church—My Dear 
Brethren: After nearly fourteen years of 
service 1 feel that the time has come, in 
the providence of God, when 1]. should 
ask you to release me from the office of 
pastor. It is my wish that you accept 
my resignation promptly with the under- 
standing that it take effect after the last 
Lord’s day in July.

The experience through which 1 passed 
cOst Me a severe struggle and. many tears. 
It brought me, however, into a plain path 
of duty, and duty, however difficult, must 
be discharged.

on the other, the church to which I go, 1 
see reasons which excite the convict.on 
in my mind that the change contemplated 
will be for the best interests of both.

“?! take this opportunity to say to you 
that 1 have no words in which to express 
my feelings of gratitude for all your kind- 
ness to me. In all these years the Second 
Baptist church has manifested a loyalty 
to its pastor unsurpassed in all the range 
of my observation. When I cease to love 
this church I shall cease to live; but, as 
through the unspeakable salvation of the 
gospel, I shall never cease to live, 1 shall 
love the church forever. 

“It is a pleasant thought to me, in pros- 
pect of departure, that 1 leave behind a 
church so united, so strong, so consecrated 
and so efficient in the service of the 
Lord; a church whose history for more 
than three-quarters of a century has lift- 
ed it to a position of influence and use- 
fulness second to none within the bounds 
of the Southern Baptist Convention, and a 
church which, under the guidance of the 
holy spirit will be led to the choice of a 
pastor who will meet all reasonable hopes 
of future progress.

It has been heard at regular intervals 
ever since Mr. Cleveland, in order to

‘rom this table it will be seen that 
990,025 votes were cast by the demo- 
crats and populists against 927,078 by 
the republicans, If the same vote is cast 
in the election this fall the democratic 
nominees will carry almost every west- 
ern state.

In the ranks of the democratic 
party there is not a more courageous 
man than Governor Altgeld and the 
zealous manner in which he has advo- 
cated the cause of the people entitles 
him to the respect of all true democrats. 

It is largely on account of this superb 
leadership that he has been the object 
of so much vituperation and abuse. Of 
all the charges brought against him the 
most outrageous is the one which has 
linked his name with that of Herr Most. 
the New York anarchist. Several of 
the eastern papers have quoted the an- 
archist as saying that he and Governor 


Altgeld belonged “to the same school of 


| polities.” Every effort which human 
malice could suggest has been employ- 
ed to bring discredit upon the demo- 
cratic leader simply because of the in- 
fluence which he has exercised in the 
campaign. 

One after another these efforts have 
signally failed. As it turns out the 
views of the New York anarchist instead 
of coinciding with those of Governor 
Altgeld, are in harmony with those of 
the single standard organs. In other 
words Herr Most comes out boldly and 
Says that he is a goldbug. Instead of 
giving his support to the democratic 
ticket he avows his intention of sup- 
porting the republican nominee. 

The reasons which have influenced 
the New York anarchist are perfectly 
clear to every thinking man. Socialism 
is the product of discontent. It is only 
when suffering is abroad in the land 
that anarchy finds a congenial soil. For 
this reason all who belong to this 80- 
Clalistiec order are interested in the 
preservation of existing conditions. As 
long as the toiling masses of the coun- 
try are the victims of unjust and tyran- 
nical exactions, so long will socialism 
and other kindred evils be fostered. 

Bimetalism means prosperity and that 
is pot what Herr Most and his confed- 
erates want. They want the adoption 
of that poliey which will furnish the 
best soil for anarchy and socialism. 

In view of these strong considerations 
the New York anarchist has come out 
on the side of the gold standard. He 
wants to perpetuate existing conditions. 
He wants to See the masges of the coun- 
try under the iron heel of the money 
power. He wants to see the American 
farmer reduced to starvation and beg- 
gary. Hence it is that he espouses the 
gold standard. 

Perhaps it is better to quote the exact 
language of the anarchist. In a recent 
interview published in one of the New 
York papers he said: 

IT have been represented as a follower 
and supporter of Altgeld, Tillman and all 
other silver cranks, when I am, as all 
anarchists know, a better gold standard 
advocate than even the most rabid Wall 
street banker. I am, moreover, in favor of 
a scarcer material than gold as the unit 
of value. I would have the Karat of dia- 
monds, if diamonds could be utilized, as the 
maximum of exchange. 

Since the New York anarchist has ex- 
pressed himself in such positive lan- 
guage the gold organs will find it some- 
What embarrassing to crawl out of the 
charges which they have brought 
against Governor Altgeld and other 
democratic leaders in such a malicious 
spirit of persecution.

board meets on Tuesday. The board can 
then deal with the situation as it sees fit. 
The waters are very much muddied, It 
will be next to impossible to prevent the 
other roads taking up the battle.

The Constitution stated that first-class 
from New York would be cut from $1.14 to 
79 cents a hundred. The withdrawn tariff 
sheet fell into the hands of a representa- 
tive of The Constitution yesterday, and 
those were the very figures. But now the 
other lines say cut to 30 cents or 25 cents 
at the start. At 79 cents from New York 
on first class, the Seaboard people say that 
they can make more money than at $1.14. 

For the next two or three days the rates 
will probably remain unchanged at all 
points not situated on the Seaboard. At- 
lanta, of course, gets a cut on Baltimore 
by the Seaboard, but not by either of the 
other rates. In a few days the competing 
lines will not suffer much, they say. 

A point was made out of the withdrawal 
of the first tariff by the Seaboard. The 
competing lines said that a shipper who 
routed his goods on that sheet would be 
charged the regular rate by the Seaboard’s 
connections. The shipper would have to 
fall back on the Seaboard to make good 
the difference between the withdrawn rate 
and the regular. The cut rate, which is 
now on by the Seaboard from Baltimore 
to Atlanta, is 72 cents a hundred for first 
Class. 

Present indications are that next week 
will see a general damoralization of rates 
all over the south and west. The Seaboard 
people say that they can take care of 
themselves. They want certain things and 
if they don’t get them will fight for them. 


PASSENGER RATES CUT. 


The Seaboard Is in It With Both Feet, 
Freight and Passenger. 

The Seaboard is not going into this rate 
War by halves. It plants both feet right 
in the middle ring and says to its competi- 
tors, “‘Come on.”’ 

The regular rate for a passenger to New 
York from Atlanta is cut from $24 to $15, 
beginning today. 

There is a saving of $9 on the trip, an 
important item to a great many passengers. 
To be sure the route is not through Wash- 
ington and Baltimore, but it includes a ride 
across the Chesapeake and a trip on the 
N. Y., P. and N.—New York, Pennsylvania 
and Norfolk—up through the peach orch- 
ards of the. Maryland, Delaware and Jer- 
sey. A passenger from Atlanta to New 
York buys his ticket of the Seaboard here 
to Norfolk and pays $15. At Norfolk he 


is presented with a ticket over the connect- | 


ing line and that lands him in Jersey City. 

The Seaboard announces this passenger 
cut in gay posters, representing a shaft of 
lightning flashing from a dark cléud and 
Striking the regular rates from Atlanta to 
horthern cities.

Former May Take Steps Today To En- 
force the Payment of the 
Fines. 


Governor Atkinson will return early 
this morning from Valdosta, where he 
attended a reunion of the Third Georgia 
regiment yesterday. 

It is probable that the convict lease ques- 
tion will occupy much of the governor's 
time today. He will likely take sups to- 
ward collecting the fines imposed on three 
convict lease companies for alleged mis- 
treatment of convicts in their care, 

Just what will be done in the matter 
has not yet been determfned by ‘the gov- 
ernor—at least, he has not indicated his 
intentions. Two or more courses are left 
open by the law, and the case will be 
given the direction which seems best. 
He will confer with Attorney General 
Terrell, and that official will doubtless 
institute legal proceedings of some kind 
against the lessees. 

All of the companies fined by the gov- 
ernor two months ago failed to pay the 
assessments against them, as told of in 
yesterday’s Constitution. The total amount 
is something like $2,500, and the governor 
will endeavor to increase the amount in 
the state’s treasury by that sum by in- 
sisting on the payment of the fines. Just 
how well he will succeed in that remains 
to be seen. 

It seems certain that the matter is des- 
tined to become entangled in the courts 
and extended litigation may be ahead. 
The lessees will fight the governor in the 
courts, and it will be an important battle. 
The principle of whether the law gives the 
governor the right to try the lessees tor 
mistreatment of convicts and to fine the 
companies for such offenses will be in- 
volved in the litigation, and the state 
will contend that such power is unques- 
tionable vestea in the governor.

Park Buildings. 


NOW RESTS WITH THE city 


Council Will Be Asked To Grant Cer- 
tain Privileges, 


PIEDMONT PARK MAY BE VASTLY IMPROVED 


Gentlemen at Interest Wish To Make 
It a Place of Popular Resort. 
Thyvir Plan.

The amount necessary to buy in the ex- 
position buildings has been raised. 

A number of the best known business 
men of Atlanta have subscribed a sum 
sufficient to take the structures out of the 
hands of the trustees and convert them 
into places of amusement. If the plan 
of these men carry within a week’s time 
a force of hands will be placed at work 
in Piedmont park, to renovate and im- 
prove the grounds and the buildings. 

They will make requests for concessions 
from the city council which, if granted 
will assure the success of their scheme and 
crystallize the continuous effort to preserve 
the park for public use. These men will 
make a request for free water privileges 
and will make several other minor de- 
mands, which will probably be passed up 
by the general municipal assembly. The 


RED MEN’S ORPHANS’ HOME. 


The Home Is Being Pushed to Comple- 
tion and It Will Probably Be 
Ready by March, 1897. 


The Red Men of Georgia are pleased with 
the prospect that the orphans’ home be- 
ing erected at Austell by that society will 
be completed early next year. The ‘Read 
Men hope to have the home ready for oc- 
cupancy ,by March Ist. 

The corner stone of the building was 
laid in May, 189, but up to this time the 
work has progressed slowly. Miattcrs are 
now in such shape that the Red Men hope 
to push the completion of the home with- 
out further delay. 

Mr. W. W. Austell generously donated 
ten acres of land as a site for thé home 
at Austell and supplemented this gift 
with a subscription of $2,500. The town and 
citizens of Austell subscribed $2,590 to the 
building fund, and this has been added to 
by individual members of the order, en- 
tertainments given, and gifts and _ sub- 
scriptions from friends. The fund now 
reaches nearly $12,000. 

There will be accommodations for about 
250 at the home, and this will be without 
crowdin. The horne is to be three 
stories, with basement, and there will be 
about fifty rooms, which will be fur- 
nished in a comfortable manner. Every 
facility will be offered for the education 
of the children of Geceased memopers, and 
not only will the orphans be cared for, 
but old and dependent Red Men will there 
find a home to close their last days, in 
quiet and comfort, 

Bruce & Morgan are the architects and

preservation of the park again lies within 
the discretion of council. 

It is the intention of those who have 
subscribed the amount to organize them- 
selves into a stock company, buy in the 
buildings and lease the grounds for five 
years. If their plan goes through they 
will throw open the gates to the public and 
greatly improve the park. They will have 
the power to let park concessions, and 
charge for admittance into such attractions 
a®# will be placed there. 

The amount subscribed has. already 
reached $10,000, which the promoters of the 
scheme think sufficient to pay for the 
buildings. It is understood that the Con- 
sOlidated Street Railway Company has 
agreed to pay into the company, when it 
is organized, $1,000 a year for five years. 
This will be added by other amounts con- 
tributed and it is thought will make up 
sufficient to keep the grounds in good or- 
der the year round. 

Since the grounds were abandoned at the 
close of the exposition they have been 
greatly damaged by the hard rains and 
general neglect. In many places deep gul- 
lies have been made and the terraces in 
many places woefully destroyed. The 
buildings, too, have suffered materially. 
The manufactures and liberal arts struc- 
ture is now nothing more than a shell. 
The roof has fallen in through both stories, 
and is altogether in an unprotected condi- 
tion. The inside timbers have become sat- 
urated from the continuous rains and are 
fast rotting away. Other buildings: are 
likewise suffering from neglect and unless 
taken care of will be unfit for any use 
shortly. 

It is the plan of those who are pushing 
the purchase scheme to take hold of these 
buildings and have them renovated. One 
of the largest will be turned into a bicycle 
track and will be made into a riding acad- 
emy. It is the purpose’ of the promoters 
to make the place the resort of Atlanta 
wheelmen and a good, bicycle path will be 
put in around the grounds. 

“We have the sum sufficient in cur 
hands,’ said Harry Silverman, who is one 
of the subscribers. “It only remains with 
the city council to say whether we shall 
take possession or not. If they grant the 
requests we will make at the next session 
of the council then our scheme will go 
through all right. It rests with the coun- 
cil either to make or mar the park.”’

Continental cables were strong, Paris clos- 
ing % to 2%c and Berlin “ec per bushel 
higher. This, we think, is due to less 
favorable crop prospects abroad. News 
from the west still indicates a light yield 
of winter wheat, while reports from the 
northwest are very bullish. Clearances 
were fairly large at 338,000 bushels. The 
market, notwithstanding the depressed con- 
dition of business, seems to have a firm un- 
aertone, due principally to the fact that we 
are on an exporting basis, and that ex- 
porter will take a large quantity. 

Oats have held steady at about vester- 
day’s figures. Our reports from the country 
regarding the condition of oats just har- 
vested are so bad that we feel very friendly 
to the cereal around present. figures. The 
sample market was firm at a shade higher 
prices. Exports were very large at 456,000 
bushels. Receipts continue light. 

In corn the feeling early was a little 
easier on the light showers over the west, 
but should the weather be dry for the 
next few days it is likely to cause a bullish 
feeling. The rain that fell last nignt was 
so light as to be of little benefit. 

The weakness in provisions was due prin- 
cipally to liquidations, Lard and pork suf- 
fered the most. One broker had a large 
selling order in lard, undoubtedly long stuff.

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AN EAGLE ATTACKS A GIRL. 


Her Father Comes to the Rescue Just 
in Time. 
From The New York Sun. 

The following story is youched for by 
Charles Shriner, chief protector for the 
New Jersey fish and game commission: 
Garret Van Dien, the caretaker of the club 
house of the Ocean Park Association, at 
Cedar Pond, about twenty miles from Pat- 
erson, N. J., captured a bald eagle last 
week which measures eight feet from tip 
to tip. Accompanied by his seven-year-old 
daughter he had taken a walk on the 
mountain and was returning through the 
woods to the club house. It was growing 
dark. The child became separated from 
her father, who was suddenly made aware 
of her absence by her screams. 

‘Papa! papa!"’ she cried, ‘‘come quick; 
it’s pecking at my. eyes.” ‘ 

Van Dien ran to her assistance. To his 
astonishment, he saw her defending her- 
self against the vigorous attack of a big 
bird, which was pecking at her. At his 
approach the bird fluttered away a short 
distance. He ran after it, but the bird, in- 
stead of taking to flight, hobbled along the 
ground. He, however, was unable to over- 
take it, and so began to stone it. One of 
the stones took effect, and the bird was 
partly stunned. Van Dien hurried up to 
it and was about to take hold of it when 
it regained its feet and turned savagely 
upon him. 

He retreated, and, picking up another 
stone, once more toppled the bird over. 
This time he was able to get a firm hold 
on the bird, but as soon as it came out of 
its comatose state it attacked him furious- 
ly with beak and claws. Van Dien, how- 
ever, stuck to his prize and succeded, 
after a hard fight, in grasping both legs 
in one hand and its neck in the other. He 
then carried it to the club house and shut 
{it up in the stable. The child had not 
been injured. 

The bird proved to be a bald eagle. Its 
left wing was broken, which accounted for 
its not taking to flight when pursued, Van 
Dien has built a cage for his prize. Its 
wounded wing is healing. After refusing 
food for several days it now submits to be 
fed and is becoming accustomed to cap- 
tivity. 


IN SEARCH OF HIDDEN TREASURE 


An Old Indian Divulges a Secret Two 
Hundred Years Old.

Tradition has always associated with the 
San Juan mission a wealth of hidden treas- 
ure buried scmewhere near the crumbling 
mission walls. Now at last the oracle has 
spoken and the secret has been revealed. 
An aged Indian woman living at the mis- 
sion has indicated to a young Mexican the 
exact spot where the gold and si'ver plate 
are concealed and her remembrance of the 
circumstances attending the proceeding. 
When General Kearney was massing his 
troops in the northern part of the state 
preparatory to a campaign in the south 
the priests became alarmed for the safety 
of their treasures and finally constructed 
an immense cement vault near the mis- 
sion in which the valuables were placed 
and walled up. Some time later a small 
adobe house was built over the site of the 
vault, so that the latter has remained un- 
disturbed through all this time. There is

NO MORE SHEDDING OF BLOOD. 


A Unique Invention Which May 
Change the Art of Warfare. 
I’rom The Chicago Chronicle. 

For pure, disinterested Ddhilanthropy and 
absolute faith in human justice the palm 
may safely be awarded to Samuel Fox, of 
Maywood. An invention which he thinks 
will revoluticnize warfare and eventually 
do away with all bloody conflicts betw>en 
nations he has donated to the English gov- 
ernment and is now trying to open negotia- 
ticns for its acceptance by the struggling 
Cubans. Other naticns will be taken in 
turn. England was selected, he says, be- 
cause she is now at war in Africa and not 
because of any predilection for that coun- 
try, although he is an Englishman. 

The invention is called the ‘Fox refiec- 
tor,” and consists of a mirror arranged to 
throw the sun's rays from the front of a 
soldier's cap’or helmet into the eyes of the 
enemy. It will be covered with a paper 
cap when notin use. 

“The victories will be bioodless ones,’’ 
says the inventor, ‘“‘but they will be none 
the less complete. An enemy will be dazed 
for at least fifteen minutes after the first 
flash from the little instrument.”’ 

In a letter to her majesty, Queen Vic- 
toria, written yesterday, this open-handed 
genius formally tendered the tse of his 
automatic baffiler. Accompanying the let- 
ter were photographs and explanations in 
detail, so that the queen herself could 
operate one of the ‘“‘nigger chasers” should 
she decide to join the troops in Africa. 

The blackest and most bloodthirsty chief 
who ever strode the desert is warranted to 
quail before the “Fox reflector."’ The quail- 
ing will be done, too, before he has a 
chance to fire. He wiil turn and fly for his 
life across the hot sands just as soon as his 
wits return, if he has not already been 
shot by one of the reflecting brigade. At 
least this is the result that Mr. Fox 
prophesies. 

Fox is tall and martial in aspect and 
gives a realistic representation of his de- 
vice in action. 

“The bugle code will be rearranged to 
contain signals governing the use of the 
reflector,’”’ he says ‘“‘The treops. will ad- 
vance until within reflecting range, when 
the bugler will sound, ‘Tear off the paper 

With a soldiery sweep of the hand the 
inventor tears the imaginary cap from ‘he 
front of his hat and tosses it lightly to the 
ground. ‘There,’ he says, “you have them 
beaffied, and not a shot has been fired. They 
are unable to see what has happened and 
can only turn and fly in confusion.” 

Mr. Fox seems to see them flying as he 
says it, so confident is he of the success of 
his reflector. Extra paper caps will be kept 
in camp, so that the burning rays of the 
instrument may be controlled and loosed 
only in time of urgent need. Fox seems to 


realize the awful consequences if one cf 
them should be turned loose in camp to 
spread the havoc with its rays. He believes 
however, that none of the queen's warriors 
will be allowed to wear a reflector and a 
‘‘jag’’ at the same time. - 

When asked why he gave away such a 
priceless gem as his reflector, Mr, Fox 
said: 

“They will reward me beyond the dreams 
of an avaricious man. Nothing will be too 
gcod for the man who has conferred such 
a beon on her army, which I have no 
doubt will now be able to capture the 
whole of Africa in a short time.” 

Before writing to the queen, Fox address- 
ed several letters to Joseph Chamberlain. 
The secretary’s failure to reply he attrib- 
utes to the number of his social engage- 
ments. 

“Mr. Chamberlan has been very busy 
lately in entertaining some foreign poten- 
tate, and I decided to wait no longer for 
his answer,’ he said. 

Secretary of State Olney has also been 
the recipient of several letters from Fox, 
who is desirous of benefiting the ‘Suan 
government by shedding augmented sun- 
light along their pathway. He has asked 
the secretary of state to send the Cuban 
minister’s name and boarding place, s0 
that direct communications may be estab- 
lished. So far he has received no reply. 

Fox lays claim also to the title of ‘Father 
of Single Tax."’ This idea, he says, was 
promulgated by him six years before Henry 
George had written a word on the subject. 

“IT discovered the single tax principle six 
years ago,’” he said, ‘‘and, like the reflector, 
I considered it too valuable to keep to my- 
self. Therefore I published 400 copies of a 
pamphlet entitled ‘Land Ownership,’ and 
sent them bruadcast over the country.” 

Fox is a machinist employed in Norton 
Bros.’ can factory in Maywood. He lives 
at Sixth avenue and Fourth street in the 
village. He says his receipt of the Cross 
of the Legion of Honor and any other 
decorations which grateful nations may 
shower upon him will in no wise change his 
simple life. He will continue to live in 
Maywood, away from the public gaze, 
which he dislikes.

The Recollections of a Physician Who 
Officiated at His Birth. 

Dr. William Hill, of Bloomington, IIL., 
& leading democrat, who was given a con- 
sulate during Cleveland’s first administra- 
tion, has the proud distinction of being 
the attending physician at the birth of 
William J. Bryan. This event. occurred 
at New Salem, I., on March -19, 1860. 
Judge Silas Bryan, the father of William, 
was, according to Dr. Hill, a man of bril- 
liant education and plain, outspoken na- 
ture. He was a leader in the democracy 
of his county, and was successfully elect- 
ed circuit judge over a strong republican 
opponent. Judge Bryan had strong reli- 
gious sentiment and had a peculiar habit 
of opening his court with devotional exer- 
cises, and at high noon the court always 
adjourned for prayer. 

Dr. Hill states that as a boy Bryan 
was a remarkable child in his tender years 
and could read and write long before he 
was six years old. His oratorical powers 
were developed atea very early age. 
When a mere boy he was accustomed to 
stand up before his playmates at school 


and on the street and pour forth words of 


eloquence. This wonderful gift brougnt 
distinction to Bryan in his childhood, and 
when he reached his twelfth year his 
father took William to a great democratic 
demonstration at Centralia, Ill., and there 
the boy began his political career. 

After hearing addresses from the most 
distinguished men in the state the lad 
mounted the platform. He had proceeded 
but a short time when the audience be- 
came spellbound under the sway of the 
boy orator’s burning eloquence, Soon a 
ripple of applause greeted the speaker. 
Then the audience, catching up the en- 
thusiasm of the young hero, became tu- 
multuous, and he could scarcely proceed 
because of the deafening cheers which 
greeted every sentence. It was a great 
triumph for the boy orator, and he was 
surrounded by those present and carried 
away on the shoulders of strong men. 
The whole country around Centralia was 
electrified, and young Bryan was made 
one of the chief attractions during that 
campaign. 


Chicago and the South. 
From The Chicago Dispatch. 

Since the World’s Columbian exposition 
and the Atlanta exhibition the thoughts 
of Chicago merchants have been turned 
toward the south. They have been moved 
to an investigation more closely of the 
land which lies beyond Mason and Dix- 
on’s line. 

Chicago is the natural supply center of 
the major portion of that country. The 
distanves are less, the shipping facilities 
better, and, in fact. 911 conditions for the 
establishment of close trade relations are 
execliient. 

Just one impediment exists, however. 
For a hunderd years the southerners have 
dealt directly with New York; their con- 
servatism and inherent prejulices would 
not iisten to a change. New York is the 
haven for southerners y search of employ- 
ment and it is associated by strong ties 
with all the sentiments ‘of that people. 
It has always helped the solid south to 
nominate and elect democratic presidents. 

At the Chicago convention these close 
ties received their first shock. The dem- 
ocratic south found its political and com- 
mercial ally for the first time at variance 
with it. While the southrons were build- 
ing their platform and naming their can- 
didates with all the impetuosity and fervor 
of their sunny natures, New York sat 
silent and sullen. It refused even to ap- 
plaud the acts of the contemporaries, and 
spurned the whole proceedings with con- 
tempt and with scorn. 

To some other port, then, the builders 
turned, and they found Chicago willing 
and ready to assist. More than this, they 
found the Illinois and Chicago democracy 
in accord with their views. They found 
another strong, vigilant and progressive al- 
ly and joined hands at once. 

“If this sugzests anything, it would seem 
to point cut to the business men of Chi- 
cago a way to their own advantage. It 
would seem to say: ‘“‘Be quick to profit 
by the opportunity; strike while the iron 
is hot: let. the New Yorkers see the great- 
ness of Chicago.” 

There is no doubt that this town has 
made a most favorable impression upon 
its southron friends and neighbors. Why 
not maintain it? Why not cultivate the 
eoutherners instead of driving them into 
the wilderness’ ‘over a few pieces of silver 
or a hatful of gold? ee

CONSTITUTIONS OUT SOONER 


They Will Reach Columbus More Than 
Two Hours Ahead of the 
Present Time, 


Beginning on Sunday morning, The Con- 
stituticn will be delivered to a great reg- 
ment of its patrons at a much earlier hour 
than they have heretofore received it. 

Leaving Atlanta at 5:25 o'clock by the 
Southern railway’s new schedule, The Con- 
stitution will be in Griffin at 6:30 o’clock 
a. m., going by way of McDonough. 

It will reach Warm Springs at 8:08 o'clock, 
and it will make the citizens of Columbus 
glad at 9:28 a. m. 

This early service is due to the new 
schedule put on by the Southern over the 
Macon division and its Georgia Midland 
division. Through trains will be-operated 
between Atlanta and Columbus by way of 
McDonough and Griffin. 

This is a good thing all round. The early 
train out of Atlanta takes up the passen- 
gers and mail from New York and Wash- 
ington within a few minufes of their ar- 
rival and rushes them on toward middle 
and southwertern Georgia. Columbus gets 
the benefit of close connection, and the 
New York and Atlanta mail is delivered 
there in time to be answered the same day. 

The Southern's new train will distribute 
The Constitutions all along the line down 
to McDonough, and thence over the Geor- 
gia Midland te Calumbus.

The World’s Production of |Coal. 


From The Tradesman. : 

The British board of trade has issued a 
statement showing the production and con- 
cumption of coal and the number /of }er- 
sons employed in coal producingyin the 
principal countries of the wcecrid in each 
year from 1§93 to 139%. For. the first time 
Statistics of coal production in the British 
colonies ard in British East India are 
given, says The Philadelphia Item, and of 
the ‘consumption of British coal in other 
countries. Although the figures are some- 
times only estimates, they may be taken 
as substantially accurate. In 1894 the 
United Kingdom produced 188,277,000 tons, 
Germany 76,741,000, France 26,964, Belgium 
20,534,000, Austria 9,573,000, Japan (1893) 3,371,- 
WO and the United States 152;448,000 tons. 

Of the British possessions, Canada pro- 
duces between 3,000,000 and 4,000,000 tons, 
and in addition imports about half her coal 
consumption, principally from the United 
States. New South Wales produces about 
3,500,000 tons, but, unlike Canada, her out- 
put nag been of late years practically sta- 
tionary. New Zealand yields over 500,000 
tons. per annum, but shows little or no in- 
crease. Natal’s output rose from 26,060 tons 
in 1889 to 141,000 in 1894. Similarly in British 
India the production has steadily risen-from 
1,316,000 tons in 188. t9 2,821,000 tens in 1894. 

The countries which import coal in ex- 
cess of the amount they export are Russia, 
Sweden, France, Spain, Italy and Austria- 
Hungary; and of Britfsh possessions, Can- 
ada, Victoria, Queensland, Tasmania, New 
Zealand, the Cape and British India, to- 
gether with all the minor colonies, with 
the sole exception of Labuan (Borneo). In 
the United Kingdom, Germany, Belgium 
and the United States most, if not the 
whole of the coal consumed is of native 
prcduction. 

Of Russia’s consumption 79 per cent is 
her own coal, 17 per cent is British coal, 
and 4 per cent comes from other countries. 
In Sweden 8&8 per cent of the coal consumed 
is British, in France 12 per cent, in Spain 
h) per cent, in Austria-Hungary less than 1 
per cent, and in Italy nearly the whole is 
of British origin. The number of persons 
employed in coal production in various 
countries in 1894 was as follows: United 
Kingdom, 665,747; Germany, 299,627; Bel- 
gium,. 117,108; France, 131,587; Japan 1893), 
30,345: United States (1893), 363,309: British 
India, 43,197; Canada, 9,654; New South 
Wales, 9131; New Zealand 1899 and the 
Cape 1601.

IS THE SPEAKERSHIP A BARRIER

Only One President Who Ever Occu- 
pied This Position. 
The New York Sun. 

The suggestion has been thrown out, 
since the St. Louis ¢onvention refused to 
make the Hon. Thomas B. Retd its nomi- 
nee, that the shortest and surest road to 
the presidency does not run by the speak- 
er’s chair at Washington; arid the mem- 
orable examples of Henry Clay and 
James G. Blaine are also cited to point the

moral. 

The speakership may not be a special 
help toward the presidency, but on the 
other hand history shows no reason for re- 
garding it as an obsta@le. There have 
been thirty-two different speakers since 
the government was founded, some of them 
filling several terms. Perhaps it is notice- 
able that not until after the lapse of thir- 
ty-five years did any of them receive an 
electoral vote either for president or vice 
president, although in that period thirty- 
six different persons had had such votes 
for one or the other office. 

In the election for the tenth 
ginning March 4, 1829, Henry Clay broke 
the ice. He had been speaker in the 
twelfth, thirteenth, fourteenth, fifteenth, 
sixteenth and eighteenth congresses. No 
other man has ever had so many terms in 
the speaker's office. His final service as 
speaker was in 1825, and that year he 
received thirty-seven electoral votes for 
president, besides two for vice president. 
The election, as will be remembered, was 
thrown into congress and Adams and Cal- 
houn were chosen to the two offices. We 
may note, also, that in this same election 
Nathaniel Macon, of North Carolina, who 
had been speaker, Many years before, of 
the seventh, eighth and ninth congresses, 
received twenty-four electoral yotes for 
vice president. 

Clay ran eight years later against Jack- 
son, who, however, for his second term, re- 
ceived 687,502 popular and 219 electoral votes 
against Clay’s 530,189 popular and forty- 
nine electoral votes. Clay’s third and last 
appearance in the electoral field was in 
1844, when he was defeated by James K. 
Polk, who received 1,337,243 popular votes 
and 170 electoral, against Clay’s 1,299,065 
popular and 105 electoral. But the partic- 
ular point to note is that Polk also had 
been speaker of the house for four years 
in the twenty-fourth and twenty-fifth con- 
gresses. Hence any adverse omen traced 
to Clay’s speakership is exactly neufralized 
by Polk’s. Polk, by the way, had received 
one electoral vote for vice president at the 
preceding election. 

No more speakers were found among the 
candidates voted for by the electors until 
1860, when John Bell, on the union ticket 
with Edward Everett, received 589,581 pop- 
ular and thirty-nine electoral votes for 
president. Bell had served as speaker in 
the latter half of the twenty-third con- 
gress, a quarter of a century before. 

Eight years passed and then Schuyler 
Colfax, running with Grant for the lat- 
ter’s first term, was chosen by a popular 
majority of upward of 300,000 and an elec- 
toral vote of 214 against eighty, as vice 
president, over Frank P. Blair, Jr. Colfax 
had been three terms speaker, in the thir- 
ty-eighth, thirty-ninth and fortieth con- 
gresses. When Grant was re-elected, with 
Wilson as vice president, N. P. Banks re- 
ceived a solitary electoral vote for the lat- 
ter office. He had been speaker of the 
thirty-fourth congress. 

Colfax’s successor aS speaker was Blaine, 
who also filled three successive terms, and 
ten years later was defeated by Cleve-

This completes the record. It shows that 


comparatively few of the speakers of the 
house have secured @ nomination for the 
presidency, and that only one has been 
elected president and one vice president. 
Yet that fact does not at all warrant the 
inference that the speakership is a hind- 
France to reaching the presidency. It cer- 
tainly was not the speakership that de- 
feated Reed at St. Louis, while the second 
place on the ticket Was his, not for the 
asking, but for the Willingness to take it.

May Not Force a Strict Cempliance To 
His Recent Railroad Order, 


ROADS ON ANXIOUS BENCH 


Strong Influences Brought To Bear on 
Him To Get Him To Relax—Rail- 
way People Working Hard. 


The railroads are moving heaven and 
earth to get the postmaster general to 
suspend his recent order. or to modify it. 
They admit that the law gives the govern- 
ment the right to charge them postage on 
every bit of correspondence passing be- 
tween points served by the government's 


‘mail system. But they say it is an old cus- 


tum for them to handle their own letters 
in their baggage cars without paying post- 
age and they ask to be allowed to con- 
tinue the practice provided they confine it 
to their own local business. They promise 
not to exchange mail for connecting lines 
and to abolish the mail bureaus which they 
have set up at important junction poinis 
like Atlanta, New York, Chicago and 
Washington. 

Word came yesterday from Washington 
that the postal department had given an 
intimation that some modification would 
be made. The intimation came from Post- 
master General Wilson. Just what it will 
be was not learned here. 

Assistant Superintendent King, of the 
railway mail service, stated that he lad 
not heard of any modification or suspension 
of the law. He stated that it was estimated 
that if the regular postage were paid on 
all the railroad mail now sent by the bag- 
gage cars, the government would derive a 
revenue amounting to $50,000,000 . from it. 
But if the law is enforced the roads will 
diminish their letter correspondence and 
do more of it by wire, so that the govern- 
ment will rot get near that sum. 

The railroads have not yet complied with 
the law and are waiting for a ruling from 
the department. As soon as it comes, 
whether it be favorable or not, the roads 
will comply with it. Some of them may 
threaten not’ to do so, but they will just 
the same. 

This trouble, it is understood, was first 
brought about through a special commit- 
tee of the Publishers’ Association, making 
a deal with the express companies by 
which newspapers would be transported 
by the express companies at a rate one- 
half a cent cheaper per pound than the 
price at which the government would han- 
dle them. Third Assistant Postmaster 
veneral Craig met representatives of the 
Publishers’ Association and Thomas @. 
Platt and other express magnates in New 
York city. As a result of that conference, 
the third assistant postmaster general in- 
formed the express companies that if they 
wanted to handle the newspapers at the 
reduced rate, to go ahead and do it, as the 
postoffice department actually lost money 
in the transportation of that class of busi- 
ness any Way. 

One point, however, was overlooked. The 
contracts made by the government with 
the railroad companies for the transporta- 
tion of the United States mail generally 
have four years to Fun, and the compensa- 
tion is based upon the weight of the mail, 
mileage and length of postal cars used, 
and it was ascertained that in most cases, 
even if the government did not handle the 
papers, they would under the terms of the 
contracts have to pay the bills just the 
Same until the time for another weighing 
test arrived, The revenue derived by rail- 
roads for carrying the United States mail 
is one of the best sources of income they 
have. A number of lines which have no per- 
centage contracts with express companies 
operating on their trains began to figure 
as to how they could squeeze the express 
people on account of the prospectively in- 
creased earnings to be derived from hand- 
ling the newspapers and the postoftice de- 
partment began to figure on ways and 
means to squeeze both of them. 

rhe expre Ss companies are liable to have 
to compete with the government, which is 
contemplating the establishment of a pos- 
tal parcel express system on the same 
basis as is.in use in England. When the 
present System ‘was established in Great 
Britain the values of English express com- 
pany shares dropped from £5 to £2 a share. 
(“he postmasters at important points 
throughout the country are receiving cir- 
culars asking for such information as 
would indicate that the government was 
contemplating a move of some kind. It is 
also known that the inspectors of the 
postoffice department have received in- 
structions from the department at Wash- 
ington to report on the action taken by the 
railroad companies on the notification sent 
out by Postmaster General Wilson.

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WHERE'S THE MAGIC LINE? 


At What Age Does a Woman Become 
an Old Maid? 

The age or condition of life which con- 
Stitutes old maidishness has never been 
designated until recently, when the prefect 
of police in Paris declared arbitrarily that 
all unmarried women over thirty were old 
maids. 

It seems that a certain citizen had be- 
queathed a sum of money for annual pre- 
sentation to young unmarried persons cf 
both sexes who supported their parents 
through the latter’s declining years. It was 
intended as a reward of such young people 
because they had chosen to care for their 
parents instead of marrying. 

No age was mentioned in the will, and, 
therefore, the prefect was obliged to settle 
the matter to.the best of his judgment. 
This he did by declaring that all bachelors 
and spinsters over thirty could no longer 
be considered young. 

When. does a young woman become an 
cld maid? What mysterious line separates 
the term of spinsterhood into halves, the 
first portion beirg that of eligibility for 
matrimony and the. second that of forced 
resignation to single blessedness? 

Old maid used to be considered a term 
of reproach, but in these days cf girl 
bachelors and new women it has almost 
become obsolete. Yet there is no other 
word which exactly expresses the unmar- 
ried woman who has given up all ideits of 
becoming a wife through her lack of oppor- 
tunity. 

So the decree mentioned was considered 
too sweeping by many persons in Paris, 
and in this country it would seem almost 
more difficult to settle this probiem, as 
minds are so divided as to what constitutes 
an old maid. A Sunday Jvurnal reporter 
questioned a number cf people whose opin- 
ions are worth having, and this is whaé 
they said: 

Chauncey M. Depew declared that he did 
not feel that he was an authority on the 
subject of old maids. But when pressed 
for an opinion.remarked: “I do not think 
it a question of age. It is a matter ofl 
appearance and disposition, and also some- 
what of community. In Oklahoma, for in- 
stance, where there are plenty of men, a 
woman has so many chances to marry that 
she would not be considered an old maid 
as early as in a New England town, where 
men are scarce. A woman in Oklahoma 
confident of her many chances to marry 
would not think herself an old maid, but 
the New England woman knowing that 
ihere were ten women to every man in 
her town or village, woul’ appreciate the 
fact that she was considered an old maid. 

‘“T have had many sweet young things 
of forty tell me that they were twenty- 


eight, and have only learned their real ages 


through their envious friends telling me the 
truth. Of course, this is since I hecame 
eligible. In a family where there are sev- 
eral daughters und>. twenty-five, and some 
of the younger ones are married, the oldest 
remaining girl is very apt to be considered 
an old maid. These girls begin to 100k 
upon themselves as oli maids and uncon- 
sciously adopt more quiet styles in dress 
and behavior. 

“On the oth2r hand, I have in my mind 
two very charming ladies of thirty-five who 
have been social successes in all the large 
capitals of the world, notably New ‘ork, 
Paris and London. These ladies have whole 
cebinets filled with mementos of disappolit- 
ed admirers whom they have refused. They 
are of the same age 4s their married friends 
whose daughters they chaperon and who in 
rine cases out of ten will capture the girls’ 
admirers. Now, I call those young wome 
very frisky girls. Ancther that I know 
has been a belle for fifteen or sixteen years, 
and is more of a belie with each season. 
When she married a friend of mine nothing 
tut the family register could make me be 
lieve that she was a day over twenty-two. 

“In New York girls do not grow old s¢ 
cu:ckly as in other places. One reason for 
this is that the oldest inhabitant is tov 
busy here to keep track of their ages. They 
continue girls until they are about forty. 
I have known many very frisky girls of 
forty, so I do not think that itisa question 
of age.”’ 

“I quite agree with the prefect,” 
L'‘lNian Russell, when I asked her the ques- 
tion. *‘Certainly if a woman does not 
mirry before she is thirty she can be con- 
sidered an old maid, and that is allowing 
her much more time than many people 
would. A young woman is supposed to 
have her best chances to marry before she 
is twenty-five, and if she lets these years 
slip by her chances are supposed to dimin- 
ish. Many persons would regard her as alt 
old maid, especially if she had younger 
sisters.

Association of Undertakers To Be Formed 
Here in August, 


WILL BE AN IMPORTANT STEP 


Mr. W. T. Wilson, One of the Origi- 
nators of the Movement, Talks 
Interestingly of the Step. 


oh 


The undcertakcrs of Georgia will organize 
an association here August 26th and 27th. 

The organization when formed will be 
called the Georgia Embalmers’ Association. 
Mr. W. T. Wilson, of Augusta, is one of the 
lealing spirits of the organization. Some 
issue seems to have been raised between 
him and Mr. John F. Barclay, of this city, 
concerring a proposed law which the un- 
dertakers were endeavoring to have passed. 
In a long talk with The Constitution repro- 
sentative at Augusta, Mr. Wilson explained 
the objects of the movement, 

Mr. Wilson says the movement which has 
been inaugurated in Augusta, and which 
it is desired to formally and firmly estab- 
lish at the August convention in Atlanta, 
has for its object both the protection of the 
undertakers and the public. It aims to 
secure proper recognition fdr those who 
are duly qualified, and to protect the pro- 
fession and the public against those who 
are not. 

“We are,” says Mr. Wilson, “not seeking 
to be known as ‘fumigators,’ nor are we 
trying to trespass upon the domain of the 
board of health. What we propose in Geor- 
gia is no untried experiment, but is in suc- 
cessful operation in ‘other states. 

‘The absorbing question which today con- 
fronts the profession,” said Mr. Wilson, 
“is how best for the living, with a due re- 
gard to safety and all the proprieties, to 
handle and dispose of the dead—particular- 
ly those who die of infectious and contag- 
fous diseases. In every case the first 
thought of a competent, intelligent under- 
taker is how to protect the living—called 
in as he often is when contagion and in- 
fection has begun its work. He must give 
advice as to the wisest and best sanitary 
precautions to be immediately taken, tak- 
ing the surroundings in consideration till 
the health officer arrives, whose cunning, 
however prompt in the routine of his du- 
ties, may be often too late to stay the 
evil in its beginning and who would glad- 
ly welcome intelligent assistance under 
such conditions. Lawyers, doctors, eng!i- 
neers, etc., are required to undergo train- 
ing, and show evidence of competency in 
the chosen Hnes of work, and yet the man 
who goes into the most sacred precincts 
of home at its most trying hour, when 
the safety of the living and decency as to 
the dead requires training, intelligence and 
tact, is not called to account if he is in- 
competent or protected if he be competent. 
To require proper training and protect those 
who have complied with the conditions 
we have enumerated is our purpose and 
certainly deserves the approval and sup- 
port of all communities. That what we 
purpose ig wise, is emphasized by the ill 
results which arise when antiseptic solu- 
tions are applied to bodies, the structure of 
Which is not understood and all its func- 
tions a sealed book to him who, neither 
informed nor trained, becomes the ignorant 
disseminator of disease and not its con- 
queror. 

“It is necessary the legislature should 
say what an embalmer and undertaking 
Sanitafian is; compel’ him to come up to 
the standard, protect Him when that is at- 
tained by punishing him who ventures to 
foist his ignorance and incompetency upon 
a family in distress. Thus protected the em- 
balmer would equip himself for thor- 
oughly expert work, and the public would 
reap the benefit in more useful and val- 
uable service. The time and the circum- 
stances which call for the undertaker re- 
quire one who should measure up something 
toward the qualifications of the physician 
and the minister. His moral. character 
should be well established. An educated 
mind, kindly hand and sympathetic heart 
are prerequisites for the proper and efficient 
discharge of the important and delicate 
duties intrusted to the undertaker when 
he must act promptly, wisely, delicately and 
firmly sometimes: for the living and the 
dead. 

“The Georgia Embalmers’ Association, if 
organized in Atlanta August 26th and 27th, 
as we hope, will inaugurate a movement in 
a direction that will be approved by the 
state, and be a blessing to the people. To 
control, prevent or drive out contagious 
and infectious diséases is one of the tasks 
set by this age, and to the embalimer and 
undertaker, who is present first and longest 
of all attendants on the dead, belongs the 
duty of guarding against the escape of 
poisonous gases which may be inhaled. 

“These are duties. Among the pleasures 
of the work may be counted the skill and 
trained intelligence which robs the king of 
terrors of the unsightliness of his work, 
and leaves with the loving a pleasant mem- 
ory of the loved. 

The Atlanta Convention. 

‘This is an important matter to the pub- 
lic,’’ said Mr. Wilson, “fas well as to the 
funeral directors of the state, and I hope 
the newspapers of Georgia will lend us 
their influence by discussing the merits of 
the proposed reform. Will not The Consti- 
tution encourage a full attendance of all 
undertakers in Georgia at the convention in 
Atlanta on August 26th and 27th, and aid 
us in securing a thoroughly organized as- 
sociation, whose well-directed and intelli- 
gem efforts will redound to the progress of 
the profession, the comfort and safety of 
the people we serve, and the good of the 
general public, of which we are all a part, 
and affected individually by what affects 
them?” 

Secretary Wilson is deeply interested in 
the proposed organization, and will spare 
no effort to secure a large convention of 
undertakers next month in Atlanta.

Venable Bros. May Now-Secure the Loan 
for the Proposed New Building, 


RELEASE HAS” BEEN SIGNED 


Payne Suit Will Not Be an Obstacle. 
County Attorney Rosser’s Ap- 
proval Obtained. 


property and Temple 
Court building have been released as 
against the mortgages proposed to be 
given to secure a loan for the erection 
of the new city hall building by Venable 
Brothers. 

Yesterday morning City Attorney Ros- 
ser filed hig approval of the release of the 
two pieces of property, and the other se- 
curities on the bond of Treasurer ¢ ‘olum- 
bus M. Payne agreed to the release in writ- 
ing. 

In addition to the names of S. H. Ven- 
able and C. W. Hunnicutt upon Treasurer 
Payne’s bond, the signature of Mr. W. 
H. Venable was added yesterday. As soon 
as Mr. Venable added his signature to the 
treasurer’s bond he filed with Clerk An- 
ton Kontz an affidavit to the effect that he 
was worth more than $100,000 in real estate 
outside of the two pieces of properly re- 
leased by the commissioners. 

The agreement to the release of the two 
buildings was signed by Commissioners 
Collier, Spalding and Brown. Commission- 
er Thompson was at Brookwood and could 
not be seen at the time the release Was 
made, and Commissioner Forrest Adair 
had not been asked to give his signature to 
the paper. 

The release papers were drawn by At- 
torney giving a description of the 
two pieces of property and reciting the in- 
struction embodied in the resolutions pass- 
ed by the board of commissioners W ednes- 
day. This resolution authorized the release 
of the properties by the county against the 
proposed mortgages, provided the other se- 
curities on the bond agreed, and provided 
it should meet with the approval of the 
county attorney. Mr. W. H. Venable was 
also to sign the bond of the treasurer, and 
Attorney Rosser was tO pass upon the se- 
curity. 

“I have made no opinion in the matter 
at all,”’ said Mr. Rosser vesterday, “I have 
simply followed instructions of the board 
and have drawn up the release as I would 
any contract from a client. The board em- 
bodies in its resolution that I am _ “to 
pass upon the surety. Now, that is not 
a matter for me, and I do not pretend 
to do anything of the kind. I have drawn 
up the papers of release and have signed 
my name tin approval of the paper, but I 
do not pose as a commercial agency and 
have refused to pass upon any surety.” 

The release of the two pieces of proper- 
ty was asked by Venable Brothers be- 
cause the suit recently filed by the county 
commissioners against Treasurer Payne 
acted as a lien against the property, and 
the loan companies from which the money 
was to be borrowed for the erection of the 
new city hall building would not make the 
deal unless the property was released from 
this lien. 

The money to be raised from the mort- 
gaging Of these properties will be applied 
in the new building on the old capitol 
building lot, and as the release has been 
signed it is thought the loan will go 
through and work on the new building will 
soon be started. 

The plans and specifications for the new 
city hall building have about been com- 
pleted and as soon as the proposed loan 
is made the contract will doubtless be 
made at once.
